Operation of New Regulations Not Expected to Hamper 
Travel; Even U.S. Citizens Returning From CanJ 
ada Must Answer Questions. 


New Assembly to Be Chosen:

Internationally Known Poet Called Away in His

The coming into force 
July 1 of the United States 
regulations governing the 
registration of persons 
crossing into the republic 
from Canada is of interest 
to Victoria, with the sum¬ 
mer travel season now at its 
height. 

Th* United States Immigration Of¬ 
fices here have not as yet received 
copies of the new printed registration 
forms, but it Is not expected the new 
rules will operate to restrict or slowr 
up travel. It apparently being the pur¬ 
pose of the officials of the republic to 
facilitate rather than delay those mak¬ 
ing Journeys. 

Edward Huestis. inspector. ftw charge 
of the United States Immigration of¬ 
fice here, has been advised the regula¬ 
tions will be put In force, and he is 
awaiting the printed forms. 

TO CONTROL MOVEMENT 
Montreal. June 8.—Sweeplng"rfhanges 
In the method of examining ample go¬ 
ing to the United States, ndtable be¬ 
cause not even United States citizens 
will be exempt from examination and 
registration in border crossing, will 
become effective July 1, according to 
H. R. Landis. United 8tates immigra¬ 
tion commissioner here. While border 
movements will be more satisfictorily 
controlled from the United States 
viewpoint, passage also will be facili¬ 
tated for the average traveler pro¬ 
vided those intending to apply for 
entry into the United States give 
reasonable co-operation to the United 
States officials In utilization of the 
new forms provided. 

Of main interest is the new Im¬ 
migration document known as 
form 521. It Is for use by United 
States citizens returning to the 
United States, by Canadians and 
others In this country going to the 
United States for temporary visits, 
and by alien residents in the 
United States returning from tem¬ 
porary visits to Canada.

his own under the title Constitutional 
Democrat. General Hertzog thus had a 
working majority of twenty-eight, 
which on the vital issues of the Ger¬ 
man Trade Treaty dwindled in the last 
session to five. 

YEARS OF PROSPERITY 
During their fourteen years of ad¬ 
ministration the South African Party 
Cabinets under Generals Botha and 
Smuts had to deal with a great mass 
of reorganization following the Union 
in 1810. and then with the upheavals 
of the World War. eventually going out 
of office at the bedrock period of de¬ 
pression. By coincidence, with the ad¬ 
vent to power of General Hertzog. the 
economic tide began to turn, and the 
Nationalist Government has experi¬ 
enced five years of prosperity, which 
has been reflected In continuous fi¬ 
nancial surpluses and a peace in in¬ 
dustry which South Africa had not 
known for many years. These have 
given General Hertzog the opportunity 
of demonstrating the spirit of nation¬ 
alised In 8outh Africa—already Innate 
by tradition In the hearts of his sup¬ 
porters—to a degree which bade fair 
at one time to make a break in the 
Union. This spirit has made Itself 
manifest in many ways, notably in the 
disputes over the Flag Bill and the 
Oerman Trade Treaty. 

FLAG QUESTION SETTLED 
The question of the flag, or rather 
flags. Is now regarded as settled, and 
although sporadic references are made 
to it In the heat of election speeches, 
the party leaders, by tacit consent, 
have left the matter alone. 

The main elements In the electoral 
struggle are a complete and apparently 
Irrevocable split in the Labor Party and 
the Oerman Trade Treaty. The split 
In the Labor Party has been a gradual

Vancouver, June 8—Vancouver's 
"phantom bandit” resumed Ills ac¬ 
tivities here at 9.30 a.ni. to-day 
when he held up Edward Brinhnm.

New British Ministers 
Sworn In and Cabinet 
Holds Its First Meeting 


David Dolg, one of the last of 
the ptneer bankers of Victoria and 
the Yukon, ana a resident of Bri¬ 
tish Columbia for the last forty- 
five years, passed away this morn¬ 
ing at his suite at The Angela * 
after a very brief Illness. \ 

Mr. Dolg was in his usual health 
until two days ago when he suffered 
a heart attack, the end coming as a 
great shock to a very wide circle of 
friend*. Much sympathy Is being ex¬ 
tended to Mrs. Dolg, who is lying seri¬ 
ously ill in 8t. Joseph’s Hospital. 
CAME FROM SCOTLAND 

A native of Kerrlmulr. Scotland, 
where he was bom in August, 1859, 
the l#e Mr. Dolg received his early 
banking training in his native city 
While completing his apprenticeship 
he was sent to a bank In England, and 
in 1884 was transferred to Vancouver 
Island, to the staff of the Bank o! 
British North America In Victoria. He 
traveled from England by the Union 
Pacific line to 8an Francisco, proceed¬ 
ing north to Portland by Pacific 
Steamship and thence to Victoria, 
arriving here on April 5. 1884. 

For a number of years. Mr. Dolg 
was paying teller then accountant in 
the local branch of the Bonk of British 
North America, and in 1897 was ap¬ 
pointed manager of the Trail branch 
of the bank. 

OPENED FIRST BANK IN YUKON 
The finding of gold In the Yukon 
and the subsequ?nt "rush" necessi¬ 
tated the provision of banking facili¬ 
ties in that district and Mr. Doig was 
sen-, to open the first bank in the 
Yukon at Dawson in May. 1898. re¬ 
maining as manager there for some 
years. He met with remarkable suc¬ 
cess In the management of the bank 
throughout the exciting years of the 
gold rush, his business Judgment be¬ 
ing always sound and his ability as a 
financier unquestioned.

Miss Bondfield Not 
Excited When Taking 
Her New Cabinet Post 


Constantinople, June 8—Leon 
Trotzky, former Red Army leader 
in Russia, who Is now In exile here, 
to-day asked Rt. Hon. .Ramsay 
MacDonald, Great Britain’s new 
Labor Prime Minister, for authori¬ 
zation to visit England for "urgent 
medical treatment and scientific 
work.” 

After Trotzky had sent a telegram 
to Premier MacDonald, the exiled Rus¬ 
sian’s son gave the British consul here 
a letter from his father asking a visa 
on the grounds of the necessity for 
very urgent medical treatment and the 
desire to survey the publication of his 
autobiography in English.

Lord Parmoor. Lord President of the 
Council, was the first to receive liia 
seal, followed by the Lord Chancellor. 
Sir John Sankey. who was given the 
Great Seal of England. Mr. Mac¬ 
Donald was next and then came the 
other Ministers In their order of pre¬ 
cedence. 

FIRST MEETING 

On their return to London the new 
Ministers met Informally at No. 10 
Downing 8treet. Premier MacDonald 
drove from the station to the garden 
entrance adjoining the Horse Guards 
Parade and entered practically unob¬ 
served. The other members of the 
Cabinet arrived one by one until all 
were present for their consultation.

Winnipeg Fliers Hope to Make 
Trip in Five Hops 

Saskatoon. June 8.—Announcing 
In* and Bruce "Reg” Ronald, 
Tians-Canada Airways pilot, would 
make a flight from Saskatoon to 
London. England, hopping off 
from the local aerodrome August 
15 and following the Hudson Bay 
route as far as the northern coast 
of Quebec, Ben Brotman came to 
Saskatoon to-day to complete 
arrangements for the big flight. 
The two airmen reside in Winni¬ 
peg. 

WAR PALS 

Erotman and Ronald are war pals, 
the former having enlisted at the age 
of sixteen. 

They hope to make the flight in a 
Lockheed monoplane, powered with 
Wright Whilwlnd motor, having an 
average speed of 125 miles an hour and 
a cruising radius of roughly 800 miles. 
Ronald will be chief pilot, with Brot- 
m&n prepared to take over the con¬ 
trols and to act as mechanic. Leaving 
the hub of the hard wheat belt, the 
ritmen plant to head directly for Fort 
Churchill, the terminus of the Hud¬ 
son Bay Railway, a hop of 670 miles. 

The second lap. to Nottingham 
Island, at the entrance of Hudson 
Strait. Is planned to take the plane 
another 660 miles. From there a com¬ 
paratively short flight is to bring the 
fliers to Port Burwell. where they hope 
to bid farewell to Canadian soil and 
head across sea for Frederlksdal.- 
Greenland. a distance of 690 miles. 
FINAL LAP 

Leaving Greenland, the next hop is 
planned to Reykjavik, Iceland. 645 
miles away. The plane there Is to 
change Its course and head for the 
north coast of Scotland, a distance of 
640 miles, and It Is expected a final 
lap will bring the filers to Croydon 
airdrome, near London. 

It Is planned to make return Journey 
by steamship. 

Mr. Brotman. who said Ronald and 
he had sufficient financial backing, 
said the flight was not intended as a 
mere sporting venture, but that its 
purpose was to advertise Western Can¬ 
ada and draw attention to the' new 
Hudson Bay Route, the prairie outlet.

Washington. June 8 — Out of the 
confusion among members of the dip¬ 
lomatic corps here as to whether the 
British Embassy will be dry, one single 
fact has emerged — the Embassy Is 
now wet and may very well remain so 
In the future. 

Members of the corps have closely 
followed developments in the diplo¬ 
matic liquor situation since Sir Esme 
Howard, the British Ambassador, re¬ 
cently expressed willingness to forego 
the privilege of importing liquors If 
the United States Government asked It. 
They pointed out to-day that so far 
the Ambassador had not by either word 
or action decreed his mission arid 
territory. 

NO ANNOUNCEMENT 

Sir Esme has not announced his Em¬ 
bassy will be made dry by his refusing 
to Import anymore liquors, nor has he 
Indicated he has taken such action to 
stop the importation of liquors In the 
future by his staff. Reports that he 
had done so have been discredited by 
the Embassy as being "not entirely 
accurate." 

The only action Sir Esme has taken 
In the matter has been to Inform Sec¬ 
retary of State 8tlmson he was “think¬ 
ing of not importing any more liquors’’ 
for his Embassy. Previous to his Im¬ 
parting that information to thtf Sec¬ 
retary the Ambassador was known to 
feel there was considerable uncertainty 
among the memDers of the diplomatic 
corps regarding the Importation privi¬ 
lege. •

New York, June 8—Perhaps It won’t 
be necessary after all for dwellers in 
eastern seaports of this continent of 
a few million years hence to move in¬ 
land to keep their feet dry.

changed ratifications of the historic Lateran accord 
which has ended nearly sixty years of strife between 
the Church and State. The Prime Minister also 
handed over to the Papal Secretary a cheque for 
$39,000,000, representing the first payment from 
the State on account of the bill it owes the Church for 
properties which it seized after 1870. 

The events of the last week in Rome have been 
marked by an incident which suggests the beginning 
of the end of the dictatorship—if a most significant 
sign means anything at all. Only two days before the 
appointed time for the exchange of these treaty ratifi¬ 
cations the Pope wrote ah open letter to Cardinal 
Gasparri—for publication in the official organ of the 
Church—in which His Holiness deplored the “worse 
than heretical expressions as to the very essence of 
Christianity and Catholicism” in speeches which the 
Prime Minister delivered recently in the Chamber 
and Senate.

MR. MACDONALD’S CABINET 


A fter the British public has 

had time to think about the Cabinet which 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald has selected to meet the 
new House of Commons, it may be assumed that gen¬ 
erally it will approve its personnel. There are no 
startling surprises; on the contrary, the propl^ts were 
not very wide of the mark. 

It was a foregone conclusion that Mr. Philip 
Snowden again would be Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer. None in the ranks of the Labor Party is 
better equipped for this important portfolio than he. 
Nor was it surprising that the new Prime Minister’s 
choice for, Foreign Secretary should fall upon Mr. 
Arthur Henderson. His experience as a former 
Cabinet Minister, his intimate association with many 
prominent leaders of international thought, and his 
%varra advocacy of peace admirably fit him for his 
duties. On the many matters which will come within 
the purview of his office he and the Prime Minister 
are in cordial agreement. 

An important appointment is that of Sir John 
Sankey to the Lord Chancellorship. He is an eminent 
jurist, and will be remembered as the Cotnmissioner 
who investigated conditions in the coal mining in¬ 
dustry for the Coalition Government. Information 
obtained by him during the many exhaustive hearings 
of that inquiry will be of great value to the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Mr. John R. Clynes would appear to be the right 
Minister for the Home Office, while Lord Thomson, 
as Minister for Air, takes the portfolio to which he 
was assigned in the first Labor Government, as is the 
case with Sir Charles Trevelyan, who once more be¬ 
comes President of the Board of Education—an of¬ 
fice for which he is eminently suited, both by training 
and temperament. Mr. J. H. Thomas assumes the 
office of Lord Privy Seal: but his principal concern 
will be the employment problem. He will be a sort of 
Chief of Staff in a new department. To Mr. Sid¬ 
ney Webb, whose -ability and high intellectual attain¬ 
ments would fit him for almost any portfolio, will 
attend to Dominion Affairs, the charge of Mr. 
Thomas in the first Labor Government. 

Perhaps the most interesting appointment in the 
whole Cabinet is that of Miss Margaret Bondfield to 
the Ministry of Labor. She was Under-Secretary to 
the department in 1924. and thus she will assume- 
complete charge with a knowledge of the details of 
administration. She is an able woman, thoroughly 
conversant with labor in all its aspects, and should 
make a successful Minister. 

It thus will be seen that Mr. MacDonald has 
Surrounded himself with Ministers of outstanding 
ability, who may be depended upon to retain a sane 
attitude towards the numerous important issues with 
which the new Government will have to deal.

partment of Trade and Commerce were dis¬ 
cussed in the House of Commons the other day we 
are told that the Conservatives adopted the slogan of 
“Buy from the countries which buy from us!’’ Yet 
two or three days ago the supporters of Mr. Bennett 
were telling the Government that it should repeal the 
treaty which enabled the New Zealand butter 
producer to sell his butter to Canada. This, in spite 
of the fact that the trade balance in our favor was 
something like $5,000,000 for the year ending last 
April. 

“Buy from the countries which buy from us," of 
course, has been the working policy of the present 
Government at Ottawa for years. The British Pref¬ 
erence, strenuously opposed by the Conservatives; 
trade treaties with the Antipodean Dominions and 
with the British West Indies, also strenuously opposed 
by the Conservatives, have enabled us to buy more 
from those who buy from us. There is, however, still 
a large balance of trade in our favor in respect of all 
these countries. 

It would be interesting to see the Conservatives in 
verbal action in the House of Commons if the Gov¬ 
ernment were to suggest further reductions of the 
duties on goods coming into Canada from Great 
Britain, or new concessions to Australia and New 
Zealand which would more evenly balance our trad¬ 
ing exchange with these countries.

THE VOICE OF THE FARMER 


A lthough the conservatives of 

Saskatchewan have elected as many members 
to the new Legislature as the Liberals, it is foolish 
to regard the result of last Thursday’s general elec¬ 
tion as anything like the permanent establishment of 
the high-tariff party in such a notoriously low-tariff 
Province. What may be read into the verdict with 
ample justification is that the farmers of Saskatche¬ 
wan have grown weary of party government and pro¬ 
pose eventually to follow the example of Alberta and 
Manitoba. Their first step had to be the defeat of 
the Gardiner Administration by giving sufficient sup¬ 
port to the Progressive candidates as well as insuring 
the election of a large following of Conservatives. It 
seems to have turned out fairly well, and the farmer 
elements in the new House will hold the balance of 
power. Another election at no distant date will 
probably find a strongly organized Farmer Party 
with a candidate in every constituency. In such an 
event it is altogether likely that both the present major 
parties will almost disappear. 

Our Conservative friends regard Thursday’s ver¬ 
dict as a great triumph for their cause, one of their 
newspaper supporters seriously reminding us that this 
is the second Province to return a Conservative Gov¬ 
ernment since the elevation of Hoiv R. B. Bennett 
to the leadership at Ottawa, and implying that the 
policy of the Opposition in the House of Commons 
influenced the voters of Saskatchewan to vote for Con¬ 
servative candidates. If the voters of the Prairie 
Province thought about Mr. Bennett at all, they no 
doubt recalled that he voted to defeat the budget 
sub-amendment in which the farmer elements asked 
for a further reduction in the duties on goods entering 
Canada from Great Britain.

Ottawa, June 8.—The budget of the 
Presbyterian Church In Canada for 
1930 Is estimated at $650,000. This was 
announced at yesterday's session of 
the General Assembly here. 

The budget, which was submitted 
by C. 8. McDonald of Brampton. Ont., 
on behalf of the board of administra¬ 
tion, Indicated the deficit of $61,000 
whlcjh had been shown last year had 
been Increased to $81,000. This fact. 
Mr. McDonald said, had not proved a 
discouragement, for the church was a 
growing, progressive Institution, which 
ultimately would emerge triumphant. 
Difficulty in raising funds, he sub¬ 
mitted, indicated, much good work was 
still to be done. 

Of the estimated outlay $285,000 lias 
been allocated to home mission work: 
foreign missions will need $150,000; 
colleges and schools $54,000. An item 
of $50,000 is to be applied to reduc¬ 
tion of the deficit. 

The board of administration struck 
the following allocations by synods: 
Maritime provinces. $55,000: Montreal 
and Ottawa. $115,000: Toronto and 
Kingston. $230,000: Hamilton and Lon¬ 
don. $180,000: Manitoba. $15,000: Sas¬ 
katchewan. $15,000: Alberta, $12,000; 
British Columbia, $20,000.

In other Islands of the South Seas 
seme of the man's saliva along with 
his hair Is wrapped up in a red cloth 
and sunk In a certain grotto while 
charms are recited. This causes the 
evil spirit to come out of the grotto 
and attack the person from whom the 
saliva and the hair were taken. 

It has already been mentioned In 
this series that some people believe 
that a person will lose his strength 
j when hls hair la cut; that legend goeE 
back to Samson and Delilah. The 
vfstal virgins of ancient Greece had all 
of the hair cut from their heads -and 
were a special veil thereafter, and 
similar Ideas are followed In some 
modern churches. 

The hair Is also associated with some 
of the constriction cures In which a 
hair taken from the body Is tied 
around a pimple, wart, mole or stye 
that It Is desired to have disappear 
from the body. 

Actually, there Is not the slightest 
scientific evidence to support any of 
these notions.

"Inf Manitoba the general comment 
on conditions Indicates that with rain, 
the prospects are good. The wheat 
crop Is reported as well rooted and of 
good color. Numerous districts require 
rain, a few urgently, and reports show 
some damage from wind, but not of a 
serious nature. 

SASKATCHEWAN OUTLOOK 

"In Saskatchewan the crop Is rather 
less advanced than In either Manitoba 
or Alberta, but the advent of abund¬ 
ant rain and warm weather now would 
completely change the whole situa¬ 
tion. The crop is well rooted and gen¬ 
erally evenly germinated. High winds 
have caused damage In some areas, 
ranging from one to twenty per cent. 

ALBERTA GRAIN 

"A few districts In Alberta report 
the crop Is ahead of that of 1928. but 
a large number record good prospects 
with the growth less advanced than at 
this time last year. On the whole, like 
Manitoba, the comment Indicates that 
with abundant Jun% rains and warm 
weather all will be well.

TRONDHJEM CATHEDRAL, NORWAY 


“Norway's noblest monument, the 
country's treasure, the crown and glory 
cf its architecture," as Trondhjem 
cathedral has been called. Is situated 
only 200 miles south of the Arctic 
Circle. But, then, one must remem¬ 
ber that the city of Trondhjem Is the 
most ancient In the country and that, 
as Nldaros. It was the capital for many 
years of the old kingdom of Norway 
and Denmark. There is. however, a 
more important reason for the vener¬ 
able structure of the north and that l c 
Its association with the memory of 
King Olaf. 

It was on July 29. 1030. that the 
great Olaf died In his battle with the 
English Canute and his body wae 
placed In a small church. St. Clements, 
which he had built a few years pre¬ 
vious: and a few years later the body, 
declared to have miraculous healing 
powers, was Interred in a beautiful 
shrine and the late king elected as 
patron saint of Norway. 8omewhere 
between 1936 and 1047 Magnus the 
Good, son of Olaf. built a wooden 
chapel over his father's grave and soon 
afterward Harold Haardraade erected •» 
stone church nearby. This group of 
churches formed the nucleus for the 
present structure. Old St. Clements 1 
was built where the present altar is 


[situated, and Haardraade's structure 
was on the spot now occupied by the 
, choir of the cathedral. The cathedral 
itself occupies the site where Olaf's 
' body was temporarily hidden directly 
after the battle of 1030. 

The oldest part of the present struc¬ 
ture, the Romanesque tower and trans¬ 
epts. was built about 1161 by Arch¬ 
bishop Evsteln Erlendsson. who also 
! rebuilt St. Clements as the present 
j Chapter House and the present choir. 
I The cathedral is typically English In 
I general design and much of this is 
i due tc the close ecclesiastical connec- 
' tlon between Norway and England dur¬ 
ing the time. It is due also to the 
fact that Erlendssen had spent twenty- 
| five years in the neighboring country 
before he finished his work with the 
church. 

The structure suffered much from 
three fires in the fourteenth and fif¬ 
teenth centuries: and the overthrow of 
Catholicism In the sixteenth century 
caused a general decay of the beauti¬ 
ful building. For over 100 years It suf¬ 
fered from neglect and when, in 1890. 
a restoration was begun. It was but a 
sad shadow of Its former glory. How¬ 
ever. the work went on and was fin¬ 
ished In 1914. the anniversary of Nor¬ 
way's restored Independence.

Canon Vernon Is 
General Secretary of the Council for 
Social 8ervlce of the Church of Eng¬ 
land in Canada. 

From one who has had previous 
experience as Journalist and author, 
and has delved into the beginnings of 
church work In all parts of the Do¬ 
minion, church people might well ex¬ 
pect to discover a book, written In a 
style that brings pleasure as well as 
conviction to the reader. They will 
not be disappointed. 

Twenty Illustrations, some of great 
historical value, and a map of Canada 
by dioceses, showing the see cities, 
accompany the five chapters of the 
book. A clue to the contents of this 
interesting volume is given In the 
titles: “A Chapter of Beginnings." 
“The United Empire Loyalists,” “The 
Establishment and Extension of the 
Episcopate.” "Early Days and Develop¬ 
ment In Western Canada,” and "The 
Consolidation of the Church and Pro¬ 
gress In Modern Times.” 

Canon Vernon’s historical treatise 
has been chosen as the study book, 
recommended for the year 1929-30 to 
groups of Anglican church people 
throughout the Dominion, as well as 
for Individual reading. It Is published 
for the Joint committee on summer 
schools and Institutes. Church House. 
Toronto, by The Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge. London. Plans 
for its distribution among study- 
groups In thl» diocese are being ar¬ 
ranged by Mrs. E. H. Bird, literature 
secretary on the Diocesan Board of the 
Woman's Auxiliary. 

THE AUTHORS PURPOSE 

The author states his object In writ¬ 
ing the book In the following words: 

"This book is intended to be a brief 
story of the Anglican Church In the 
•Land of the Maple Leaf for the use 
of all churchfolk who wish to know 
something of the setting up. the prob¬ 
lems arid the progress of the Old 
Church in the new Dominion of Can¬ 
ada. Its purpose Is to tell the story 
In as readable and as Interesting a 
way as possible, so, that by a study 
of the past and a survey of God’s 
gracious dealing with our forefathers, 
Canadian churchpeople of the present, 
the children of that past, may ®be 
helped and encouraged to plan and 
to build wisely and well for the greater 
future of service that, please God, Is

yet to be. and of which the present Is 
the parent." 

The guiding principle?, followed In 
the writing of the book, are declared 
to be: 

"1—A full recognition of the fact 
that churchpeople are the church and 
that therefore a church history must 
not be the story only of the church’s 
bishops, clergy and outstanding lay¬ 
men, but In Its essence the story of 
the whole church. 

*‘2—Care that outstanding events 
should not be blurred by too many 
details, but stand out as mountain 
peaks for guidance and for inspiration. 

“ 3 —That human interest and dra¬ 
matic color must not be sacrificed to 
the need of brevity, and that therefore 
the biographical method must often 
be used for outstanding leaders, even 
though other less outstanding pioneers 
for Christ and the Church, and events 
of real but secondary Interest, go un¬ 
recorded. 

”4—A belief that Independent study 
and careful research with an open 
mind must precede and accompany Its 
writing. 

"5—An effort to be absolutely fair 
to all the great personalities, the great 
societies, the great schools of thought 
that have contributed to the making 
of the Church of England in Canada. 

”6—An attempt to remember that 
the backward glance over days that 
are gone must be accompanied with 
zeal for present work and problems 
and a forward-looking conception of 
the future and Its needs. 

“ 7 —This Is the story of the Anglican 
Church In Canada, and is concerned 
mainly with the work of our own 
Communion. No thoughtful church¬ 
man. however, will fall to recognize 
the heroic labors of the early French 
missionaries. Recollets and Jesuits, for 
the conversion of the Indians, the 
fine work of the Roman Catholic 
Church among Its own people, or the 
great contribution to the cause of 
Christ made by other great Christian 
communions. 

“8—The remembrance of Whose we 
are and Whom we serve, and that all 
the events related must be thought 
of as part of the great crusade for 
Christ and the Church to make our 
Dominion His dominion by the power 
of His cross.”

Assembly Is Told of Increase 
in Presbyterian Church in 
Canada 

Ottawa. June 8 —Rev. Dr. W. J. Mac- 
Namarft, clerk of Assembly, presented 
the statistical and financial report of 
the year’s activities to the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church In 
Canada, in session here yesterday, 
showing that In 1928 there were 1.298 
congregations and preaching stations, 
677 ministers and 176.841 communi¬ 
cants. the latter figure representing an 
Increase of 22.598 since church union 
took place. During the year 8.229 
persons w r ere received Into the church 
upon profession of faith, and 893 by 
certificate, while 9.425 were rerrtbved 
by death and other causes, giving a 
net gain of 6.697. An interesting sum¬ 
mary showed that of minority groups 
left without a church due to union. 
284 organized congregations of their 
own. 102 amalgamated with other con¬ 
gregations, while thirty-seven are 
buying back or have already bought 
back their original churches. 

The financial summary indicated 
that $1,265,734 was raised during the 
past year for stipends by congregations 
and $912,598 for missionary ahd 
benevolent purposes, while the grand 
total raised for all purposes by Pres¬ 
byterians was $4,668,216. The treasurer 
of the church received for the budget 
$553,390, an increase of $62,206 over 
1927. In spite of the increase, larger 
expenditures, especially for missionary 
purposes, resulted In a deficit on thee 
vear’s operations. 

board of administration 

A great deal of interest centred on 
a report, presented yesterday, on the 
conference held between representa¬ 
tives of the Board ol Administration 
and other boards of the church to 
consider the question of reorganiza¬ 
tion of church government. At last 
year’s assembly a committee convened 
by Rev. D. R. Drummond. D.D.. of 
Hamilton recommended drastic changes 
should be made In the composition 
of the Board of Administration by the 
addition of ministers to Its lay mem¬ 
bership. that Its name should be 
changed to "the General Board” and 
Its powers be extended to make It 
practically supreme In all administra¬ 
tive mattere. 

There was vigorous opposition to 
this, especially in the matter of the 
appointment of ministers to the board. 
It was also felt by many that the re¬ 
turn to the “General Board form of 
government would give too much 
power into th hands of the paid 
officials of the church. The Assembly 
appointed eight ministers to the board 
as an experiment and referred the 
recommendations to the conference, 
whose report was submitted yesterday. 

This report Included the recommen¬ 
dation that the name "Board of Ad¬ 
ministration” be retained rather than 
changed to "the General Board.” On 
the other hand, the recommendation 
of the Drummond committee regard¬ 
ing the definition of the duties of 
the Board of Administration was that 
the General Assembly reopen consid¬ 
eration of this question, rt Is ex¬ 
pected, however, that some satisfactory

grew rapidly within the Labor ranks, 
and althought the malcontents ob¬ 
tained the appointment of an extra 
Minister, this Minister was eventu¬ 
ally forced to resign.

Vigorous efforts 
have been made to patch up a truce 
ln the quarrel, but without success, 
and ln the end It will probably be 
seen these seats will be the material 
factor in giving General Smuts his ex¬ 
pected majority . 

TRADE TREATY 

The other principal factor in the 
election**the German Trade Treaty, is 
a specific demonstration of the in¬ 
dependence gained by the Dominions 
at the Imperial Conference of 1926, 
and has so been hailed by Its support¬ 
ers. The fact of Germany being the 
first country with which a trade treaty 
was concluded is not ln itself a ma¬ 
terial factor ln the discussions, al¬ 
though the opponents of the treaty 
would have wished It otherwise. The 
vital point Is that the treaty glvas 
Germany the benefit of any future

A man may have a receding chin 
—popularly supposed to be a sign of 
weakness—due to a great many dif¬ 
ferent causes. 

In the first place, the centres of 
ossification from which the bones of 
the body are developed may be Inter¬ 
fered with In some manner due to 
Intoxication by poisons or by other 
methods so that the bone of the lower 
Jaw doe 3 not develop. In other In¬ 
stances. malformations of the body of 
the mother may Interfere with proper 
development of various portions of the 
body of the infant. 

In still other cases, the Infant may 
assume such a position previous to 
birth that pressure on Its tissues will 
prevent their growth. Obviously, the 
Infant Is In no way responsible for 
such disorders and these things can¬ 
not ordinarily have any effect upon 
Its meptallty previous to birth. How¬ 
ever. the Idea that a receding chin is 
a sign of weakness is *vgll grounded In 
centuries of superstitions and beliefs.

JAPAN DELEGATES APPROVE NASH “400” 


Open their showrooms throughout the 
country to-day with a new product 
on their floors—the Marquette, a six- 
cylinder L-head automobile. 

The Marquette, titled after that 
famous French explorer whose adven¬ 
tures are linked with the pioneer his¬ 
tory of Michigan, is a surprise In 
more ways than one. 

First, we see an L-head motor made 
the companion of a valve-in-head 
favorite. Second, we find a compara¬ 
tively large-sized autopioblle for the 
price It Is being offered. Third, we 
are Introduced to features In this 
smaller car that have heretofore been 
exclusive to its higher priced com¬ 
panion. And finally we discover a low- 
priced machine into which high qual¬ 
ity materials and workmanship have 
been put. 

So far as the car’s motor is con¬ 
cerned, it is nothing new In principle. 
But It does feature Itself in the way 
it is put together and In the various 
accessories applied to it to make It 
what Its manufacturers claim as “the 
best performing engine In Its price 
class.” 

SHINES IN PERFORMANCE 

The cylinders have a bore of 
Inches and a stroke of 4% inches, larger 
than those of all other sixes in Its 
price range. As a result the motor 
develops 67.5 horsepower and shows re¬ 
markable performance for its size. 
Tested for more than 250,000 miles 
at the General Motors proving 
grounds, the motor has been able to 
accelerate a standard four-door sedan 
with two passengers, or 450 pounds 
load, up an 11.6 per cent hill 1.400 
feet long from five miles an hour to 
twenty-five miles an hour In high. 

The same car, driven under unbiased 
test conditions, has shown to acceler¬ 
ate from five and twenty-five miles 
an hour In 8.8 seconds, from ten to 
twenty-five miles an hour In 6.3 sec¬ 
onds, and from ten to forty miles an 
hour in 13.4 seconds. 

It has been shown to attain a maxi¬ 
mum speed of nearly slxty-slx miles 
an hour, measured accurtely by means 
of the “fifth wheel speedometer.” 
and Its average fuel consumption Is 
about seventeen miles to the gallon. 
Its engineers say freely that the car 
can be driven constantly at sixty miles 
without fear of harming the motor. 
BUILT WELL THROUGHOUT 

Their assurance of such performance 
Is based cn the sturdy construction 
of the engine as well as that of the 
chassis and its constituent moving 
parts. They have put Into it Ughtcast 
Iron pistons on the assumption that 
these will be able to withstand the, 
heat and strain of a fast operating 
motor better than aluminum or alloy 
pistons. 

Another basic Improvement among 
the low priced cars that has been 
Introduced In the Marquette is the use 
of steel-backed bearings for the crank¬ 
shaft. This type, in place of brass- 
backed r bronze bushings, are said to 
be much sturdier and to last much 
longer, although they cost more and 
are harder to make. 

L-head engines are notorious for 
their hard starting, even in compara¬ 
tively warm weather. So \r facilitate 
easy starting in the Marquette, the 
Buick engineers have not only pro¬ 
vided' a thermostat arrangement to 
prevent the water of the cooling sys¬ 
tem being further cooled by passing 
through the radiator too soon, but 
have added an automatic heat control 
unit of the type used on the Buick. 

By this, the first exhaust puffs are 
Immediately returned over the Intake 
to heat the incoming fuel mixture to 
a gaseous and more inflammable state. 
As soon as the motor Is warm enough, 
the heat control opens wide to allow 
the exhaust gases to leave the proper 
way. 

MANY GOOD FEATURES 

Other features of the Marquette 
power plant are: 

A counterweighed, four-bearing 
crankshaft of heat treated steel, with 
its bearings stepped down In size to 
Insure maximum of rigidity with a 
minimum of weight. 

Accessibility, from the side, to the 
valves. 

Full pressure lubrication, with a gear 
type pump placed deep in the oil pump 
of the crankcase to insure a constant 
oil flow to the engine. 

Full crankcase ventilation through a 
special breather at the side of the 
engine. 

Gasoline pump fuel feed and air 
cleaner. 

An especially large muffler, with a 
long pipe out to the rear, keeps the 
noise of the exhaust down almost, to 
a purr. 

In the transmission, the single disc 
clutch has a series of small shock- 
absorbing springs built Into it to 
absorb any slight vibrations that might 
occur between engine and transmis¬ 
sion. Adjustments to the clutch are 
made merely by taking up on the foot 
pedal. 

STURDY CHASSIS 

Fvcn more striking in quality than 


slderatlon, which should be of Interest 
to engineers and motor car owners 
alike. 

In these new models the frames arc 
of extra heavy stock. The connection 
between the front and rear cross¬ 
members and tide rails forming a box 
section which Is accomplished through 
widening and turning down the lower 
horizontal llange of the side member 
and carrying down and riveting to 
the projected lower flange that part of 
the cross-member which is additionally 
riveted to the upper flange.

the engine is the chassis. It is made 
of a heavy steel frame tapered from 
the front to a width in back that 
gives ample room for three passengers. 
Its springs are attached by- sturdy 
self-lubricating shackles which are 
kept from rattling by means of a tight 
spring: The stiff frame also permits 
heavier construction in fenders and 
running boards. 

Proceeding from one part of the car 
to another, nothing but quality and 
sturdiness of material can be* noted. 
The brakes are of the two-shoe, fully 
enclosed type, and the system is so 
constructed that If there happens to 
be a break even in the servo-cross- 
member. which is most serious, al¬ 
though hardljr probable, at least one 
side of the braking system can still 
be used. 

The wheels have heavy wood spokes 
or thick steel spokes, sturdy enough 
to carry twice the weight of the Mar¬ 
quette. On them are especially large 
t'-es which help keep the car to the 
road at Its highest speed. 

A steering gear of the worm and nut 
type, adjustable for wear, is of a size 
that permits of easy steering under 
6low traffic conditions while at the 
same time It holds the? car well In 
control at high speed. 

HAS SLANTING WINDSHIELD 
In accordance with this construction 
the bodies, of six types, are also well 
built as well as finely designed. Per¬ 
haps the outstanding feature of the 
body Is the slanting windshield to 
cast downward the glare of headlights 
from behind. This Is the first closed 
car to Incorporate this feature. 

As a result of this, the corner posts 
have been widened at the base, assur¬ 
ing greater firmness, and thinned out 
upward so as to afford greatest possi¬ 
ble outlook at the line of sight. 

Every part of the body Is well fitted 
and of the same sturdy construction 
as the engine and chassis. The head¬ 
lamps rest on strong chromium 
plated supports, besides being held In 
place by a strong crossbar. Even the 
tail-light, instead of coming out of 
the rear fender on a curved sheet of 
metal, Is fastened to a thick pipe 
through which its wires are carried 
and which reaches out from under¬ 
neath the body In back. 

The bumpers are fastened firmly and 
directly the ends of the chassis 
frame instead of being carried on ex¬ 
tending Dars of spring steel. They 
seem to be thereto stay. 

With all this attention paid to the 
firm construction of tfie Marquette, 
its engineers have not overlooked the 
great demand for beauty of line and 
color. 8o they have brought out 
bodies that are sure to attract wide¬ 
spread attention and interest. 

As E. T. Strong, president of Buick. 
puts It: 

"We haven’t skimped the least bit 
In designing and constructing the 
Marquette. We have done our best to 
put the highest of quality into every 
little detail of the car. even to the 
size and construction of the hub caps 
and design of the emblem.” 


A further Improvement over past 
engineering practice Is the addition of 
a tube which Is welded Into the cross- 
member, thus giving additional rigidity 
and providing sturdy support for a 
trunk rack. 

Engineers point out that the very 
nature of the construction of this new 
Wlllys-Knlght six frame provides 
marked rigidity both fore and aft 
which Is an important factor in pro¬ 
ducing Increased comfort riding over 
rough roads and at the same time 
gives Increased stability. 

RIDING COMFORT 

These facts, coupled with the flexible 
springing. Tryon shackles and Watson 
rubber flow stabllators bring to the 
new Wlllys-Knlght six a degree of 
riding comfort that one usually as¬ 
sociates only with motor cars that sell 
many hundreds of dollars higher. 


CHASSIS UNUSUAI 
LOSS OF UFE DUE 
TO NEGLIGENCE 


Montreal. June 8.—In nearly 1.000 
accident cases reported to the Board 
of Railway Commissioners during the 
past year, there was danger of loss of 
life or damage to property because of 
negligence at highway railway level 
crossings, according to. a bulletin re¬ 
ceived by the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways. Of these accidents 369 were re¬ 
ported on the lines of the Canadian 
National System. Under the various 
classifications of negligence more than 
forty per cent of the accidents occur¬ 
red where crossing gates are operated. 
There were 325 cases where Vthlclfts 
broke or damaged crossing gates which 
had been lowered; twenty-three where 
drivers ignored clgnals and drove 
through gates which were being raised 


or lowered; seven cases of driving on 
to crossings after opposite gate had 
been lowered, five where drivers under 
the influence of liquor crashed into 
the gates, and three accidents due to 
pedestrians climbing over or under 
gates. 

Drivers on the highway who ignored 
danger or stop signals, were responsible 
for 165 cases of accidents reported, and 
there was lack of caution in approach¬ 
ing crossings In 155 cases. Of the lat¬ 
ter 101 drove across the tracks in front 
of approaching trains—trying to heal 
the train—and flfty-fourt took no care 
when approaching the ralfroad cross¬ 
ings. 

Under the heading '‘Inexplicable 
Negligence,’’ the board lists 105 cases. 
In wfcich forty-four drove into the 
side of moving trains, thirty-eight 
drove Into the side of standing trains 
and one drove between the railway cars 
during switching. Twelve persons 
stopped or parked too close to railway 
tracks, and seven drove their automo¬ 
biles, along Ah c railway tracks.

MOST ECONOMICAL SPEED 

H. E. W. asks: To get the greatest 
mileage from a gallon of gasoline, 
should a car be driven slowly, fast or 
at a moderate speed? 

Answer: The highest mileage will 
be obtained at a moderate speed, 
probably somewhere between twenty 
and thirty m.p.h., with the average

The only hopeful 
line lies In a plea for such sfrloua 
attention to front tires that the likeli¬ 
hood of their failure shall be mini¬ 
mized. Tires that have become weak¬ 
ened by harsh usage, that may have 
caused fabric breaks and those which 
are becoming shaky from long service, 
should not be used In front. The old- 
t me practice of putting the "weak 
sisters on the front wheels does not 
nt modern conditions. Tires of speci- 
ally rugged construction, capable of 
affording unusual security, are obtain¬ 
able and are particularly desirable for 
use on cars to be operated at very high 
speeds. They are much safer than the 
grade of tires usually supplied as 
original equipment on cars sold at 
high competitive prices.

IF A CHANGE 18 REQUIRED, IT 
SHOULD BE MADE PROMPTLY 
The use of Mghter-bodled oils in 
motor car engines during cold weather 
is resorted to from necessity rather 
than from choice in most instances. It 
Is practiced In order to facilitate the 
starting operation, by reducing the 
force required to crank the engine and 
in order to insure a freer flow and 
more complete distribution of lubri- 


The question that might arise first 
in the mind of a motorist Is the one 
that least troubles engineers of the 
air-cooled motor. That Is whether It 
will keep cool. This type of motor has 
been Improved so that, no matter what 
the condition, enough cooling air will 
be distributed over It to keep it op¬ 
erating at the most effective tem¬ 
perature. 

The most serious condition an auto¬ 
mobile encounters is a pull In low 
gear up a steep, long hill. Here even 
good water-cooled engines overheat, 
forcing their drivers to stop and get 
fresh water. Yet the air-cooled engine 
of to-day can make such climbs with 
ease. 

The reason for this Is the Improved 
blower system provided for such en¬ 
gines. The metal Jacket over the en¬ 
gine directs the air sucked In by the 
fan In front of the motor over the 
surfaces of the cylinders, so that fresh 
air passes over the motor no matter 
how slow the car may be going. In the 
heat of summer, pulling up a hill at 
low gear, there would be practically no 
wind through the "radiator"

In other words, "winter 
oil" should be discarded for "summer 
oil,” In all engines for which a seasonal 
change is recommended, before hot 
weather driving conditions prevail. In 
summer there are no lubrication 
limitations due to hard cranking and 
sluggish distribution and the oil can 
be chosen entirely upon its merits 
as a lubricant under conditions of serv¬ 
ice operation. Among the require¬ 
ments of a suitable summer oil are 
that it shall be viscous enough, at the 
highest normal engine temperatures 
attained, to Insure a sustained lubri¬ 
cating film between all bearing parts 
and to maintain a reliable gas-seal be-

Many Social Activities 
During Two Generations 


Those conditions developed naturally and 
slowly from the early days. Much colorful 
trimming was discarded in the process of growth. 
Year by year the riflemen of Victoria added 
their influential bit to the good repute of Vic¬ 
toria. As an example of the changes brought 
by passing years, elderly residents recall the 
color and display which marked early rifle 
meets, continued from 1876, when the Victoria 
marksmen received their trophies and awards 
at the hands of the Countess of Dulferin. 

POMP AND CIRCUMSTANCE 

That year the Governor - General of 
Canada, Earl Dufferin, was a visitor to the 
Pacific Coast, the first of the long line of Vice¬ 
roys to visit the British possessions on the Pacific 
Coast. Escorted by the newly-formed British 
Columbia Battalion Garrison Artillery, with a 
brass band, which played through the day, 
their Excellencies went to Clover Point, then 
being officially used for the first time. 

The prize winners were Introduced by Hon. 
Albert Norton Richards, Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Province, and the prize-giving was wit¬ 
nessed by the Provincial Cabinet, which in¬ 
cluded Hon. Andrew C. Elliott, Premier, 
Attorney - General and Provincial Secretary; 
Hon. F. G. Vernon, Commissioner of Lands 
and Works, and Hon. William Smith, Min¬ 
ister of Finance and Agriculture. 

And it » recalled that the day was hot. 
The marksmen in their red, blue or black full- 
dress uniforms, after a hot day on the butts, 
were in great discomfort, but the amenities of 
the times had to be observed with punctilio, 
and each man was as stiff as a ramrod as he 
received his award. That day was long re¬ 
membered, and set a precedent. Thereafter it 
was impossible for the military men of Victoria 
to undertake any function except in the most 
impressive manner. Balls, parties and dinners 
became a feature of the military life of Vic¬ 
toria and were invariably the most outstanding 
events of the year’s social calendar. 

Die year 1876 was again notable in local 
rifle shooting circles through the selection of

A young 
man, with a Snider rifle, had made 
a notable record at England’s great meet of 
Tiflemen, and the Prince is stated to have 
requested: "Present the young man from 
Victoria, young Wolfendcn, I want to see if 
he is black or white.'* 

So it was that the first rifleman from Vic¬ 
toria, Richard Wolfendcn, ensign of the Pro¬ 
visional Battalion of Artillery, was presented to 
the* Heir to the Throne and became the first 
of the long array of shots who have brought 
Victoria prominently before the attention of the 
British people for the last two generations. 

As the years passed the royal interest was 
consistently directed toward, the riflemen Vic¬ 
toria sent to England’s great meets. When 
Prince Edward became King Edward VII 
and visited the great meets which took place 
at Bisley. His Majesty always took occasion 
to specially record his interest in Victoria.

"Why, the bugler 
boy here can beat ye, an’ him no longer than 
your rifles.

That experience was never forgotten. It 
was the first step in development of his enthu¬ 
siasm for rifle shooting, and was a major factor 
in his later interest in the encouragement of 
young shots. It has been stated by well-known 
shot* that Major Fred. Richardson has brought 
forward more sterling rifle shots than any other 


man in Canada, and in Victoria much of the 
notable growth of the interest in rifle shooting 
dates from hi, active entry into military life 
here in 1896. 

Major Richardson recalls that in 1896, 
his first year of enrolment in the Fifth Regi¬ 
ment, he won distinction by taking the regi¬ 
mental championship at the Thanksgiving shoot.

In Victoria rifle shooting became one of 
the leading sports of ihe young manhood of 
the city. From small beginnings in 1874, 
when twenty-five marksmen fired where Oak 
Bay Avenue now exists, the sport grew until, 
just before the Great War, a dozen units 
wrestled for the privilege of shooting at Clover 
Point, with space at a premium and units com¬ 
pelled to bring their marksmen to the butts on 
Sunday mornings. 

WINNERS EVERYWHERE 

And the city developed marksmen by the 
score, men who brought the name of Victoria 
into prominence in all the larger centres of 
eastern Canada. Each year an array of rifle¬ 
men went east to Ottawa, stopping off at Cal¬ 
gary, Winnipeg, Toronto and Montreal, won 
a large share of the cash end trophies offered 
at the Provincial meets, and then seized the 
prime places on Canada’s team to Bisley for 
the following year. And Victoria won the 
finest type of publicity through their successes. 

It is recorded that, in 1901, the year of 
King Edward's coronation, the four Victorians 
included in Canada’s team at Bisley won more 
than one-half the prize money distributed among 
the eighteen Canadian sharpshooters. Thos- 
four men were E. Macdougall, F. Richardson, 
e W. Bodley and J. Fleming. 


Sergt. R. Butler, of the Artillery, for a place 
on the Canadian team a' Wimbledon. Four 
years passed, and in 1880, Sergt. F. R. Sargi- 
son, of the British Columbia Garrison Artillery, 
was sent to Wimbledon, being the last nominee 
for the honor until Gunner J. Turnbull, in 
1894, made a clean sweep of all opposition 
at Ottawa and won a place for Victoria on the 
Canadian contingent, which was destined to 
be held almost continuously in the subsequent 
yearly trek to Bisley. 

MARKET USED AS DRILL HALL 

Volunteer military life in the early days of 
V ictoria were not as easy as they might have 
been. Officialdom in Ottawa frowned upon ex¬ 
penditures for quarters and drill facilities upon 
the far Pacific, when so many communities of 
the Eastern Provinces were clamoring for drill 
halls and other public buildings. So it was that 
the energetic artillerymen fell back upon the 
great-roofed market building, presented to the 
city by the Baroness Burdett-Coutts. 

There the eager young men sweated and 
labored, as they trundled the huge iron muzzle- 
loaders around at the double. It is recalled 
that the pace set by the sergeant-major was no 
gentle pretence at speed and the energy used 
up during the weekly night of training required 
relaxation.

night of celebrations at the Menzies Street Drill 
Hall, when Mayor Redfern distributed the 
prizes, the band played for the crowded audi¬ 
ence, and the evening wound up with a dance. 

Major Richardson recalls that in 1900 he 
first went to Ottawa as a competitor repre¬ 
senting British Columbia, and promptly quali¬ 
fied for the 1901 team for Bisley. The follow¬ 
ing year he repeated his achievement, and shot 
for Canada on the 1902 team. Although 
Major Richardson qualified in following years, 
new regulations allowed him place on the team 
only in 1905 and 1909, when the restriction 
was abolished and he attained a place annually 
thereafter, up to, and including, 1913. 

TRUNKFUL OF SILVER 

In 1908 Major Richardson achieved the 
extraordinary record of winning, in a few weeks, 
the championships of British Columbia, Alberta, 

Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Ontario, ending' 
up at Ottawa by securing second place on the 
Bisley team for the following year. That raid 
on the east brought home eleven trophies of 
major calibre won outright, seven medals, a 


Bisley and came within a stone’s throw of 
bringing that greatest of marksmen's honors to 
Victoria. • 

Other Victorians who were head-liners in 
Canada s pre-war rifle cosmogony, included 
Gunner S. W. Bodley, at Bisley in the years 
1900 and 1901, Corporal A. Brayshaw, 
1905 and. 1906; Sergt. C. S, Cart, 1907 and 
1913. and Corp. F. B. Fisher 1913, and 
C.Q.M.S. Frank Hatcher in 1914. All 
were members of the old Fifth Regiment 
Since the war the honor of Victoria as 
a centre of marksmen has been worthily up¬ 
held by other corps, bodies which have been 
created from the fragments of the units which 
in 1913 and 1914 schemed for place on Sat¬ 
urday afternoons beside the dominant Fifth. 
The Sixteenth Battalion to-day proudly boasts 
many shots of notable skill, and two rqsresen- 
tatives, Lieut. D. Fjrtie and Sergt. J. Regan, 
left on Tuesday last for Bisley, to maintain 
with Master Gunner H. Coiling* the reputation 
of Victoria of having a dominant share in 
Canada’s representation at the great Empire 
meet.

Unquestionably the average human 
being associates the red color with 
warmth, and red flannel underwear 
was for many years considered to be 
the only suitable covering for winter 
weather. Red is the most Important 
color in medicine and in magic, be¬ 
cause it suggests blood. Long before 
modern scientific medicine, medicinal 
plants were picked for their colors as 
well as for their properties. 

The beautiful red berries of the 
mountain ash were called John’s blood 
and associated with magical powers. 
Whenever a human being became se¬ 
verely sick, he became anemic, pale 
and white. Because of this, the old- 
time magical doctors cured him by 
giving him red-colored substances. So 
red wines, like port, claret and sherry, 
were considered to be far more effica¬ 
cious for anemia than white wines. 

When the women witch doctors' 
wanted to cure tumors, they tied a 
red cord or string around the swelling, 
and when the old Scotch doctors came 
to treat patients with tuberculous 
glands of the neck, they were likely 
to find the neck encircled with a pleoe 
of red flannel. 

Whenever a person broke out with 


red spots, as in scarlet fever or mea-i. 
sle3, he usually put on red clothing. I 
In the fourteenth century everyone I 
who had smallpox and money was put | 
into a room with red bed curtains and - 
hangings. As an indication of the 
wholly symbolical ahd magical nature 
of the custom, the use of red hang¬ 
ings was common both in England and 
Japan and has arisen independently 
among both peoples.

Planning Picnic ? 

Here’s Real Help 

BY SI8TER MARY 

With the picnic season upon us, the 
question of "how much" becomes Im¬ 
portant. How many bandwiches. how 
big a cake, how much salad, how much 
lemonade and coffee and so on—these 
quantities must be adequate but not 
lavish, for left-over picnic food often 
means Just so much waste. 

Outdoor appetites are usually above 
normal, and for service "a la buffet" 
larger quantities may be needed. But 
If the cook calculates on the basis of 
the needs of her own family, she can 
arrive at a fair conclusion. 

The following calculations are esti¬ 
mated for the average occasion but 
may help In gauging the quantities] 
needed for individual needs: 

One large cake ten Inches In dia¬ 
meter will serve sixteen persons. 

One loaf of sandwich bread will 
make twenty-four sandwiches which 
have been cut In half. 

Two-thirds cup cream butter will 
spread both slices of twenty-four sand¬ 
wiches. 

One pint of sandwich filling will fill 
twenty-four sandwiches. 


One quart of salad will serve ten 
persons. 

One four-pound chicken yields about 
three cups of diced meat. 

One 2 >4 pound lobster will yielcf* 
when boiled enough meat for one quart 
of salad In combination with other 
material. 

One-half pound of coffee and four 
quarts of boiling water will make 
enough of the beverage to serve fifteen 
people. 

One and one-half dozen lemons will 
make lemonade to serve twenty to 
twenty-five persons, depending largely 
on the size and Juiciness of the fruit. 

One quart of a frozen mixture will 
serve six to eight persons. When Ice 
cream means the main part of the re¬ 
freshments a larger serving is needed. 

One pound of salted nuts will serve 
twenty-five persons. 

One pound of cold-balled ham will 
serve six or eight persons and one 
pound of meat loaf will provide for 
about the same number. 

These suggestions are made with a 
balanced picnic meal In mind. If 
baked beans, potato salad, cold boiled 
ham. meat loaf, meat sandwiches, 
cheese sandwiches, pie, cake and cook¬ 
ies are all in evidence with lemonade. 
Ice cream and watermelon for the 
"grand finale," the quantities needed 
of each viand should be very small in¬ 
deed. 


O NE regrettable result of the tragic fail¬ 
ure of General Nobile’s Arctic expedi¬ 
tion in the airship Italia was the ill- 
feeling, subdued but none the less 
keep, that was provoked between the 
Italians and other nations concerned 
In ths various rescue operations. 

Buch feelings am evident, though kept under 
testralnt. In the account of the expedition by an 
Independent observer, "The Polar Adventure," by 
Odd Amesen, a Norwegian Journalist sent to New 
Aalesund, the Italia’s base in Spitsbergen, to 
report' the expedition’s doings. 

The scientist Malmgren. doomed to meet a 
terrible death, was far from optimistic, says Mr. 
krneson, about the weather conditions when the 
fatal flight to the North Pole was started. He 
was the one man whose advice on this matter 
ought to have been decisive, and also the 'one 
man who had expert knowledge of Polar ice. 
But the start was made on May 23. and the 
spectators looked upon the Italia for the last 
time, while the barometer behaved ominously. 

After his rescue. Nobile himself stated, in an 
Dfftclal report drawn up or board the Cltta 
dl Milano, that: "If I had not so firmly made 
tip my mind to plant the Italian flag on the 
North Pole on May 24. the anniversary of Italy’s 
entrance Into the World War, the whole disaster 
might have been averted." 

8uch a wish, a whim, was thus to cost many 
men their lives and set the whole world astir. 
The North Pole was reached- Landing was Im¬ 
possible. but the Italian flag was dropped, then 
the cross blessed by the Pope, and then the flag 
of Milan. While the Italia circled round the 
point of the Pole, Nobile ordered the Fascist 
hymn to be played on the gramophone, and all 
the Italians raised their right hands lm. the 
Fascist salute. Afterwards the gramophone 
played "Beautiful Italy. With All My Heart." 

AN ILL STARRED RETURN 

'THE return flight*began forthwith, and then 
came silence In place of the constant wireless 


messages—a silence that lasted fifteen days. 
Meanwhile those at King’s Bay waited In grow¬ 
ing despondency, tempers became frayed and the 
amateur press censorship exercised by the com¬ 
mandant on board the Cltta dl Milano became 
more and more capricious and Irksome. Then 
came the re-establlshmcnt of wireless communi¬ 
cation with the castaways. Considering what bis 
feelings must have been. Mr. Amesen has written 
a remarkably restrained as well as moving ac¬ 
count of Amundsen’s noble dash to the rescue 
and his death in the attempt. Amundsen forgot 
his bitter controversy with General Nobile con¬ 
cerning his own Polar flight In the airship Norge. 
He Indulged in no flourishing speeches, there 
was no delay—men’s lives were at stake, and In¬ 
stantaneous aid was required. 

One feels here the Innate antagonism of char- 
icter between Scandinavian and Latin: but Mr. 
Amesen is ready in recognition of the skill of 
the Italian airmen who shared in the work of 
rescue: a generosity that has not always been 
reciprocated as regards the many rescuers from 
northern lands. How many were drawn Into 
this work is shown by his figures- Altogether 
there were fourteen vessels directly engaged, not 
counting the Krassln and two other ice-breakers, 
twenty-two aircraft, two dog teams, and a total 
of 1,400 people. What was the cost of all this 
activity la beyond computation. 

EXPLORERS UNKNOWN FATE 

T\TR. ARNESEN is also very reticent In his com- 
ments on the d,eath of the Finn. Maim- 
gren, who set out with the Italians, Mariano 
and Zappl, to try to reach land across the ice 
floes and was never reen again by, other eyes. 
If the evidence given by his companions befoie 
th Italian court of enquiry is published we shall 
have the fullest possible account of the circum¬ 
stances in which he stayed behind to die. No 
one else can know anything. And no one now 
is in the least likely to discover anything of 
the end of the party which was carried away 
into silence with the Italia Itself after the first 
crash. Their fate remains a mystery comparable 
to the utter disappearance of the Swedish balloon¬ 


ist Andre who attempted to drift across the North 
Pole thirty years ago. 

AT THE MERCY OF A BLIZZARD 

jyjAJOR A. F. CUSTANCE. who was onp of the 
three English-speaking people marooned for 
eleven days on the snowbound Slmplon-Orlent 
express, related his experiences In a wireless 
broadcast talk from London. Major Custance 
said that It was about 8 p m. when the train 
pulled up in a storm of wind and snow at 
Oerkezkoy, and soon It was held fast. By 2 a.m. 
nearly all the pipes on the weather aide of the 
train were frozen in spite of the strenuous efforts 
of the train’s personnel to keep the heating 
apparatus going. With terrible monotony, he 
said, the blizzard went on hour after hour with 
a hum like a suppressed dynamo . , , . we were 
literally at the mercy of the elements In the 
centre of a plain where nothing sheltered up or 
Impeded the steady onrush of the elemental fury. 
When the blizzard passed at the end of the third 
day It was succeeded by an unutterable silence. 
In which we listened with straining ears for any 
sign of life. 

COUPLE SWEPT TO DEATH 

/"\N the second day of the storm a woman 
^ carrying a child of two, one of a party which 
had been caught at the station where the storm 
commenced, tried to get back. Almost immedi¬ 
ately after leaving the shelter of the building 
the woman and child were whisked away like 
a feather, and though searched for. nothing was 
seen of tljem till they were found two days later 
frozen to death. Various rumors reached them 
n the train. One was that In the train behind 
an "English lord" and a French count were 
offering thousands-of pounds for a ship. The 
French count they never discovered, but the 
"English lord" was Sir Gilbert Clayton, the newly- 
appointed High Commissioner of Irak, who, with 
some 200 other other passengers from trains held 
up by the plight of the express was asked to 
guarantee one thousand pounds Turkish—about 
£90 sterling—on the strength of which a small 
steamer was sent round from Constantinople to 


Rodesto. After a four-hour Journey across coun- . 
try this party waa able to embark, and actually 
reached Constantinople some days before the 
passengers from the frozen express. 

A RETURN TRIP TO INDIA 

VII ITH as little unconcern as If she were mak¬ 
ing a short trip to Paris, Mrs. Cleaver, 
daughter of the Minister of Finance to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Northern Ireland, and wife of Lleut.- 
Colonel 8penoer Cleaver. Is to fly to India and 
back. The start will be made from Croydon 
aerodrome on a Gipsy Moth, which Mrs. Cleaver 
has Just bought. "Really.’* said Mrs. Cleaver, 

"I do not think this little flight of mine should 
be regarded nowadays as at all out of the ordinary. 

X have been flying as a passenger for years and 
have never voluntarily traveled by any other 
method than air. Although I am taking lessons 
as a pilot shall leave the control to an Imperial 
Airways pilot who Is to take me to India and 
back. 

It is surprising to find how much organiza¬ 
tion is still required for such a trip. It will 
Dot be long before everyone la using aeroplanes 
as cars are now used to-day. Ifiy machine Is 
called Will o’ the Wisp. It has an open cock¬ 
pit, for I do not think you can get the best 
out of any machine that is enclosed. On arrival 
in Paris I am having a little party to celebrate 
the occasion, and then I go right on, for accord¬ 
ing to the programme I shall be back within 
six weeks. Naturally my luggage will not be 
very bulky. I ar* to be content wlt^, one small 
suitcase." Mrs. Cleaver has solved what is al¬ 
ways a problem with airwomen—the choice of 
a suitable costume.

"It has always been 
my ambition to make a trip to Bagdad.’’ said 
Mrs. Cleaver, "and I shall be able to fulfil that 
in the course of this Journey to India.

THE CHEAPEST FLYING RATE 

B Y air to anywhere—and at Is. a mile, the 
cheapest rate ever charged for flying. This 
b the aim of Lancashire and Yorkshire Airways. 
In all thirteen aeroplanes will be put Into service, 
some of them cabin machines capable of carrying 
several passengers. There will also be two three- 
seaters, and they will be available at any time of 
the day to take business men or pleasure eeekers 
to any corner of Europe. 

"We are organizing a big ground service,'* an¬ 
nounced John Leemlng, the Lancashire airman 
and a member of the company. "It will allow 
for a business man to ring up our central depot 
and have a cor call at his office or home to take 
him to the aerodrome and then be taken by air 
to wherever he wishes to go. For Instance, many 
business men have their wives staying during the 
summer holidays at Colwyn Bay or Rhyl. By 
ringing us up, a man so placed can be taken to 
the seaside after his ordinary business hours 
on a summer’s evening, spend some time with 
his family, and return before dusk. Our aim is 
to charge one shilling a mile for all Journeys, but 
this is not finally settled. This charge Is certainly 
the lowest ever known for air conveyance. The 
service will be particularly useful to business 
men who wish to go to places like Hull. It Is 
a three-hours’ Journey by rail: less than one hour 
by air. The passenger can be taken on to London 
after having completed his business In less time 
than It would take to do the Journey to either 
place. If a party wished to go to Germany for a 
week’s holiday they can have a plane, or two, and 
tour where they will, the whole of the travel 
being done by air, with the exception of the 
conveyance by our fleet of motor cars to and 
from the aerodrome. Each day our own lorries 
will call on Manchester business houses for goods 
to be carried by air liners to various destinations 
In this country and on the continent. To help 
the public and to make the service as perfect as 
It can be a pilot will always be on the -plane 
throughout the night, so that as soon a s dawn 
breaks a traveler may be off.’* 

THE EXCITEMENT OF WHALING 

A WILD and adventurous life awaits those 
Englishmen who feel the call of the sea—a 


life sepent under tinted skies In plunging ships, 
bringing In return for Its dangers greater 
monetary reward than can be earned In any 
other branch of seamanship. It la the life of 
a whaler, writes Mr. Ernest E. Mills Joyce, a 
member of the Sco(t and Chackelton expeditions. 

The value of Arctic and Antarctic exploration 
has often been questioned by the lay mind, when 
expeditions have ended In disaster and valuable 
lives have been sacrificed. But the most striking 
example of the enormous value of Antarctic ex¬ 
ploration is to be found In the development of 
the whale fisheries, which owe their Inception 
to the enterprise of Captain Carl Larsen, who, 
after various unsuccessful enterprises as far back 
as 1892, finally succeeded in floating the Argen¬ 
tine Fishing Company, which has been ao 
successful that In some years a dividend of 100 
per cent, has been paid. It was through accom¬ 
panying the Nordens KJolds expedition to Graham 
Land In 1902 that he discovered the possibilities 
for the exploitation of which he started the 
fishing company. 

Other companies followed, and the Industry 
In the neighborhood of Graham Land now gives 
employment to several thousand men, including 
the crews of the whalers and transport vessels 
and the workers afloat and ashore. The Ross Sea, 
discovered in 1842 by 81r James Clarke Ross, 
came under the Jurisdiction of New Zealand on 
July 30, 1923. It was the starting point of the 
Scott. Shackleton, and Amundsen expeditions to 
the 8outh Pole, and Is now developing into a 
great whaling centre, again chiefly due to the 
energy and enterprise of Captain Larsen, which 
restated In the Ross Sea Whaling Company com¬ 
ing Into being. 

Modern whaling Is child's play to the old-time 
whalemen, when it used to take from two to three 
days to flense a whale, and from one to two 
years to fill up a small 400-ton ship. In modern 
whaling the catchers go out from the mother 
ship and bring in from three to six whales at a 
time, and the mother ship can dispose of from 
sixteen to twenty whales a day. flensed, boiled 
down and graded out. A ship of 17,000 tons can 
be filled in under three months, showing a huge 
I profit. 


Connell Explores Leechtown and Survey Mountain

S EVERAL times during the p&st few years 
I have looked at Survey Mountain from 
afar. Notable is the view from the bare 
precipitous hill west of the Jameson 
place on Sooke River, in which the 
mountain appears as gently sloping upon all 
sides, a broad-based cone, something like Mount 
Wark. And during those years I have been filled 
with the desire to stand on that summit and 
look out upon the ocean of rocky highlands. 

Now the opportunity had come, and It was 
with the pleasantest anticipations that I started 
out with my friend. Barnes, and our two new 
companions, Stewart and Scott. 

Following the trail past another and moss- 
grown cabin, we came speedily to the crossing 
of the river were natural stepping-stones bore 
us across the shrunken stream. At this point of 
fresh departure there are evidences of gold- 
searching activity In an old vertical windlass 
and an iron-toothed drag which seem to have 
been used to remove boulders from the gravel. 
The handspikes still rest In their holes, but 
their strength is gone. It looks as if a sailor- 
man had rigged the windlass up, and one wonders 
whether It creaked Its round to the music of 
sea-chanties. 

The cabins on the North Fork stand on a 
tongue of the great mass of diorite extending 
without a break from Finlayson Arm to Koksilah 
River, and from the south end of Sooke Lake 
to half-way the length of Shawnigan Lake. Its 
bare gray bosses are very noticeable after the 
dark schistose rocks of Leechtown and the equally 
schistose but greenish-gray volcanlcs that flank 
them on the north. Boulders of the dlortte are 
abundant in the river bed and among the gravels, 
and thus there Is a marked distinction between 
the North and West Forks. Survey Mountain on 
the other hand is almost wholly composed of 
volcanic rocks, the only exception being that the 
tongue on which the cabin stands runs a little 
way up the southeast slope. In appearance the 
volcanlcs are identical with those seen along tho 
E. and N. Railway and the Malahat north of Gold- 
stream station, on the west and south flanks of 
Mount Finlayson. and In the neighborhood of 
Gonzales Hill. The same greenish-gray schistose 
tuffs are associated with tho same spotted black 
shales. Survey Mountain is carved out of the 
Tertiary plain by the valleys of the Middle and 
North Forks of the Leech and their tributary 
creeks. The former takes an almost straight 
northwest southeast course following fairly closely 
the contact between the volcanic rocks and the 


Leech River rocks. The steep dip of the volcanlcs 
to the northeast approaching the vertical in 
places has given rise to the "hog-back" an 
elongated ridge type of structure where the bed¬ 
rocks is not covered with drift, or, In other words, 
on the higher parts. 

THE ASCENT OF THE MOUNTAIN 

The "blazes” led us up by a remarkably direct 
course. The forest is open with scarcely any 
underwoood and Indeed with very little ground 
vegetation. Here and there we came across patches 
of yellow violets and scattered lady's-slippers. A 
few plants of that insignificant little orchid, the 
tway-blade, and some clumps of coral-root were 
almost the only plants met with outside of the 
salal, mostly low and scrubby, the red huckle¬ 
berry. and the high blueberry. Not a single fern 
of any kind was seen on the mountain. Of 
birds we had glimpses of grouse and of what 
were probably varied thrushes in one Instance 
and a woodpecker In Another, but they were 
too distant and so too little visible to make sure. 

The way follows a divide between two creeks, 
where not only is the forest open, but such fallen 
timber as there is is mostly much decayed and 
in no case creates any difficulty. 81nce our at¬ 
tention was directed to the tree trunks in fol¬ 
lowing the Indicated trail we could hardly fall 
to notice the patches of black fungoid growth ; 
that look like so many burns on the bark. These , 
sooty-looking marks give the forest the appear¬ 
ance of having been visited by some persistent 
meddler with a torch. They are found sometimes 
about the blazes but are Just as freely scattered 
above and below. Where they occur there Is gen¬ 
erally to be seen some wounding of the bark, 
some breaklng-out almost as If the tree were 
suffering a feverish derangement of its system. 
The hemlock is the greatest sufferer, It would 
seem, from this enemy, and wherever the "black 
hand" is laid on the outer integument the ulti¬ 
mate fate of the tree is sealed. The rotten trees 
lying about on the ground and the even larger 
number of trees attacked by this rot give one 
a very clear and emphatic demonstration of the 
warfare that goes on in the forest between trees 
of the same or different kinds. There are too. 
in places, numbers of slender young trees still 
standing that are actually dropping behind in 
the race, not from disease but from sheer in¬ 
ability to get ifp to the light. Their trunks take 
strange forms of curvature In their pitiful at¬ 
tempts. Gradually the number of green branches 
grows less and less, all of coyrae confined to the 
very summit. The tree weakens and soon suc¬ 
cumbs to make a resting-place for strange fungi, 
and eventually It drops to earth and adds its 
portion to the humus of the woodland. 

And no wonder there Js a struggle for light. 
Overhead there Is a canopy of green where the 
hemlock branches gracefully Interwoven suffer to 
filter through their countless needles a portion 
of light insufficient for the needs of young and 


vigorous life. Through such a quiet shade we 
plodded on among the hemlocks, cedars and 
white pines. Reaching the head of our divide 
we crossed a little "draw" to another and still 
went on. At times the grade was quite easy, 
but at its worst it was only a steep walk. One 
open sunny spot had quite an alpine aspect with 
its tleached trunks, and here the air was filled 
with the most delightful scent from the resinous i 
timber under the warm rays. It was a bare 
and rocky slde-hUl of little size, but pleasant 
after the cool forest. Then we came to the foot 
of the great southeast shoulder and following It 
up a little below its top we met the only steeply 
rocky part of the walk. A few minutes of scram¬ 
bling up the rocks between great Douglas firs 
brought us out under a gray ridge, and climbing 
up on it we looked out over a vast expanse of 
space. We were at the summit of the mountain. 

WHERE WINTER LINGERS 

Our first greeting reminded us sharply that 
we were on high land. From the west came a 
shower of fine snow to give us a May-end wel- 1 
come. Such light showers flitted across the dis¬ 
tant landscape, adding greatly to its beauty and 
bringing out Its perspective. It was a view such 
as exceeded my expectations; although limited to 
one side it contained within its sector a rich 
profusion. Below us at our very feet where the 
mountain drops off in a series of rocky walls 
rather high precipices lay the valley of the MlddlH 
Fork passing away southward to Its Junction 
with the North and West Forks. At right angles 
to this wc saw the great Leech River valley like 
a gigantic trench and could trace It till It melted 
away In the far distance. We looked away down 
the valley of the Sooke. distinguishing various 
hills, including the one behind Jameson’s. Mount 
Shepherd. Ragged Mountain and Empress Moun¬ 
tain were all distinct. Then far away we saw the 
sea and Discovery Island, but the city lay hidden 
behind the Intervening ranges We peeped into 
Sooke Basin and saw a steamer passing off the 
mouth of the harbor. The hills west of Sooke 
River looked like a rippled pool turned Into stone, 
curve upon curve. The culminated in a dark j 
mountain mass south of Mount Valentine. Across 
the latter the eye traveled till It came to the 
deep, almost crater-like basin (as it seemed from 
our point of view) in which lie the Jordan 
Meadows. Far beyond these known landmarks 
lay ranges of rugged mountains. The light and 
shade from a sky partly blue, partly overcast 
with cloud, brought out in a remarkable manner 
the topography, accentuating the forms of moun¬ 
tain and valley and imparting to what might 
otherwise be a monotonous stretch of forest a 
variety of tone and color. Where the sun caught 
the nearer slopes the greens were broken by the 
distinctive foliage colors of firs, pines, cedars ! 
and hemlocks, and by the tiny dappling of noon- j 
day shadows. The shadowed parts on the other 
hand were sombre in the extreme. Farther off | 


the lighted forest passed into a delicate gray 
while the darker ridges stood out in a purplish 
blue-black against the sky or the still more 
distant ranges. Some of the hollows like Jordan 
Meadows seems bathed in silver, and the harder 
tones were here and there softened by the pass¬ 
ing of pale wreaths of misty rain or snow. Far 
off the Olympics were dimly visible with the sea 
almost melting into the banks of fog about their 
base. Through the trees to the east we had only 
glimpses of the slopes of Healey Mountain, but 
from a point further along the ridge on the 
we6t there was. through an opening framed by 
needled branches, a lovely picture of snowy peaks 
far up In the interior of the Island. 

Just below the ,summlt lies a little tarn, a 
lakelet in the bosom of the mountain. Here we 
found the ice and snow of winter still persisting, 
and it was possible to photograph members of 
the company In this winter setting, while fcy the 
the false hellebore sent up its great leaves. In 
the water about the Ice the chorus of the frogs 
went on merrily through the temperature must 
have been rather low and certainly so at night. 

MOUNTAIN PLANTS 

We were 3.10$ feet above the level of the sea 
and some of the plant life showed its mountain¬ 
ous character. Where first we looked out upon 
that wonderful landscape our feet stood upon i 
mats of Menzles’s penstemon. It formed almost 
the only vegetation of the barren foliated ridges, 
its hardy little evergreen leaves giving to the 
gTay-weatherlng volcanlcs a little touch of 
hopeful color. It occurs very sparsely on Em¬ 
press Mountain at a height of 2400 feet, where 
I found it in bloom on the 24th of May, 1926 . 
but It will be recalled that that was an unsually 
early, flowering periods being at least a month 
before the customary time. Certainly on 8urvey 
Mountain there waa no sign of blossom. I 
searched for it elsewhere along the "hog-back" 
summit but in vain: it appears to be confined to 
this one outlook point. On the rocks above the 
little pond where we had a light lunch there 
was abundance of the common broad-leaved 
stonccrop growing in the crevices and a few 
plants of the cat’s-ear everlasting. In the more 
protected hollows the yellow violets were In bloom 
as lower down. 

I had hoped to meet the cypress or yellow 
cedar on the mountain but I was disappointed. 
Its occurrence at Sooke River pot-holes suggested 
that it might be fairly abundant in the elevated 
forests along the various forks of the Leech. I 
did not. however, come across It. But I found 
mountain-hemlock and lovely-fir. The latter, in 
fact. I saw afterwards in the valley of the North 
Fork. Of course the mountain or white pine 
was there and the Douglas fir, which we had 
almost lost sight of in some parts of the forest 
below was a not inconspicuous inhabitant of the 
i bleak summit. 


Kinnlkinnlc was abundant and some salal, 
but of all the plants of the mountain top none 
was pleasanter to see than the dwarf salal or 
teaberry. 1 only found It In one place. Just at 
the foot of the rocks where we rested. To sum 
up. Survey Mountain so far as we saw It was 
distinctly disappointing botanlcally. One would 
expect a plentiful supply of moisture but a gen¬ 
eral barrenness prevails on Its slopes and ^summit 
as well as more or less all along the North Fork. 
Even the timber is distinctly poor in quality over 
considerable areas, the chief exception being the 
white pine. 

BACK TQ LEECHTOWN 

We descended quickly to the cabin and were 
Just getting ready to start back along the trail, 
when along came the rain and we knew that our 
hopes of a dry return trip were dashed. So we 
shouldered our packs and tackled the salal 
thickets again. Needless to say. long before we 
reached the main valley we were In the 6ame 
condition as on the preceding day. But the 
- change from the barren and inhospitable slopes 
of the North Fork to the rich and luxuriant 
vegetation ot the great valley was at least some 
satisfaction. The noble timber still standing close 
to the trail, the tropical-looking ferns, shield, 
buckler, lady, deer and maidenhair, the rich 
black soli of tbe banks in which they grow, and 
the pleasant little brooks, all toqk our minds off 
pack and soaking clothes and boots, at least 
occasionally. Even the stiff climb at Martin's 
Gulch had its compensations of this kind. The 
hills across the Leech slipped by and at last we 
reached the Leechtown bench, where the great 
firs still bearing the marks of the fire that 
scorched their bases stand like perpetual 
guardians on the open slopes. Then came the 
cabins and our good friend the "mayor" to wel¬ 
come us. With hospitable hand he opened the 
door of the cabin next his and soon a fire was 
going and a kettle boiling. The labors of the day 
were over and there remained but the process 
of drying. 

LEECHTOWN’S ATTRACTIONS 

John Cragg has seen not a little of the pathos 
and humor of Leechtown during the years he 
has been domiciled there. Gifted with the quality 
of mind that extracts from all the raw material 
of life pleasurable draughts, he has embodied 
his reactions to the things of Leechtown In a 
series of verses some of which I have seen and 
others heard. Indeed, to get the true flavor It is 
necessary to hear him recite them, for he has an 
essentially dramatic manner. This comes out in 
the setting of his cabin. "Gold Pan Cabin." as 
he has fellcltiously named It. The prospectors' 
"pans" decorating the log-ends of the gable, the 
little pile of specimens, awakening curiosfty. the 
great "nugget," a little bedraggled by the winter 
rain3, all these are symbols of a Leechtown from 


which the glory that gold brings has long de¬ 
parted. But there are still fervid believers In the 
hidden wealth of the gravel benches and even 
1 • the "mother lode,’’ and every now and then 
a prospector arrives to try his luck In the grave¬ 
yard of many hopes. 

The rusty machinery and the strange "con¬ 
traptions’’ that are found along the river speak 
of the grip of men’s minds the Leech has taken, 
and I suppose there will never be a time when 
when plans and schemes will not be devised and 
money spent on them for the reclamation of the 
yellow specks in these terraced deposits. Since 
the first exploitation of the river when the auri¬ 
ferous pockets were emptied more wealth has 
probably gone Into Leechtown than has come 
out of it. So far as I can sec the Langford 
gravels are Just about as hopeful a field as the 
Leech River ones. Occasionally a Qolwood hen 
picks up a “nugget," but no one gets excited 
over it, for Colwood has no "history" behind it. 

The little garden behind Gold Pan Cabin 
lacks no high barricade to guard it from the 
deer and their footmarks were fresh In its soil. 
The gardener, however, rather delights In their 
visits and I suspect rather encourages them. 
He can tell you Just what plants they affect 
and what they avoid. Sometimes they nibble 
a leaf, and again the flower takes their fancy. 
Potatoes they leave alone. We saw tlje tame 
Juncoes and robins that with the deer make for 
the "mayor" part of Leechtown’s Imperishable 
glory. Like Clifford in Wordsworth’s "Song at the 
Feast of Brougham Castle," he 

"lacks not friends for simple glee, 

Nor yet for higher sympathy." 

Our way next morning led past the station 
where we delayed a little to visit the cutting to 
the north where the slaty rocks are finely con¬ 
torted. Then on we went past the talc-mill and 
along the finely forested valley of Wolf Creek to 
the ford. The oak-ferns, of which I had seen a 
few along the main Leech valley Just appearing 
above tbe ground, were here well up. It Is the 
most notable place for them I have seen. They 
grow to a large size and are plentiful both In 
the valley bottom and along the sides. This is 
the finest piece of forest we saw on our trip, 
remarkable both for the size of the trees and 
the noble picturesqueness of the scenery. Long 
may the hand of the logger, to say nothing 
of bis machinery, be kept off this lovely vale 
among the hills. 8oon we were on the top of 
the watershed between the Wolf and the Waugh, 
and Loon Lake came In sight. Millions of little 
black tadpoles swarmed along its edge and newts 
by the score swam slowly about or clambered up 
the branches of sunken roots. The lake Is evi¬ 
dently a rich field for the fresh-water zoologist. 
With our emergence on the Sooke Lake road we 
were once more in touch with the world of 
civilization and cars, and our Journey through 
the hinterland of 8ooke was ended. 
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Lord Rosebery’s Humanity 
Seen in His Writings, Which 
Will Keep Memory Green

T HE death of Lord Rosebery, one of the 
lest of the Victorians, has caused a great 
deal of comment In the world's press and 
the note that has been Bounded oftenest 
Is one of regret because he did not take the 
place In English public life which his remarkable 
powers and social position seemed to have made 
pasy of attainment. 


It Is true that he fulfilled his youthful ambi¬ 
tion: he married an heiress, he won the Derby, 
he became Premier of Great Britain, but he lacked 
the happy faculty of getting on with other peo¬ 
ple; he was unwilling to endure the dust and heat 
of the political arena; he was too much a creature 
of moods, too little a patient devotee to a high 
purpose. , j 


He once described himself as ploughing a lonely 
furrow, but he never knew the constancy of a 
ploughman, a ploughman’s steadfast devotion to 
a monotonous grind. 


And yet, In spite of the fact that as far as 
statesmanship goes, his life was “a tragedy of 
unfulfillment,” Lord Rosebery has left a row of 
books behind him which will long keep his name 
alive. He was a deep student of history and of 
biography. He was at home In the most out-of- 
the-way writings of the seventeenth century, as 
Is evident In his well-balanced study of the life 
and times of Oliver Cromwell. His lives of Chat¬ 
ham, Pitt, Burke, Johnson. Burns and Frederick 
the Great show that he was familiar with 
eighteenth century life; his monographs on Sir 
Robert Peel. Stevenson, Thackeray, Lord Salisbury 
and Lord Randolph Churchill reveal his grasp not 
only of literary and political movements but his 
profound Interest in human character. 


Icy he might have been at times In his rela¬ 
tions with his contemporaries, remote, aloof al¬ 
most to the point of misanthropy, but we have 
only to read his essays on such diverse characters 
as Dr. Johnson, Burns and Napoleon to realize 
that Lord Rosebery was rich in human sympatthy. 
His “Napoleon, the Past Phase." Is one of the best 
Interpretations of Bonaparte that has ever been 
written; in ease of style, In brilliant marshalling 
of facts, and in fairness of judgment, It Is a mas¬ 
terly contribution to biography. 


In the course of a long life of leisure It must 
be conceded that the Earl of Midlothian might 
have trebled his literary output, but no reader of 
his works will be able to Join in the Journalistic 
chorus that would have the world believe that he 
“slept a base sleep beside his Idle spear. ’ 


WAS NAPOLEON A GREAT MAN? 


As a tribute to the late Lord Rosebery. I pro¬ 
pose to lay before my readers to-day some out¬ 
standing excerpts from his books. I begin with 
his celebrated work on Napoleon's years of exile 
In the island of St. Helena. In passing I might 
say that Rosebery also wrote "The Coming of 
Bonaparte," an extremely interesting essay on the 
first phase of Napoleon's career; this appeared as 
an Introduction to Vandal's "L'Avenment de Bona¬ 
parte." After giving a graphic account of Na¬ 
poleon’s daily life on the Island, Rosebery analyses 
his character. He thinks that at the height of his 
.career as conqueror Napoleon chose to make a 
demigod of himself and deliberately cut himself 
off from humanity, turning his back upon veracity 
and sympathy. "Was Napoleon a great man? If 
by “great” be Intended the combination of moral 
qualities with those of Intellect, great he certainly 
was not. But that he was great In the sense of 
being extraordinary and supreme we have no 
doubt. If greatness stands for natural power, lor 
predominance, for something human beyond hu¬ 
manity, then Napoleon was assuredly great. Be¬ 
sides that Indefinable spark which we call genius, 
he represents a combination of Intellect and 
energy which has never perhaps been equalled, 
never, certainly, surpassed. He carried human 
faculty to the farthest point of which we have 
accurate knowledge. Alexander is a remote pro¬ 
digy, too remote for precise comparison. To Cae¬ 
sar the same objection is applicable. Homer and 
Shakespeare are Impersonal names. Besides, we 
need for comparison men of action and business. 
Of all these great figures. It may be said that we 
do not know enough. But Napoleon lived under 
the modern microscope. Under the fiercest glare 
of scrutiny he enlarged Indefinitely the limits of 
human conception and human possibility. 'Till 
he had lived, no one could realize that there could 
be so stupendous a combination of military and 
civil genius, such comprehension of view united 
to grasp of detail, such prodigious vitality of body 
and mind. ’He contracts history,’ says Madame 
d'Houdetot,’ 'and expands Imagination.’ ‘He has 
thrown a doubt,’ said Lord Dudley, ’on all past 
glory; he has made all future renown Impossible.’ 
This Is hyperbole, but with a substance of truth. 
No name represents so completely and conspicu¬ 
ously dominion, splendor and catastrophe. He 
raised himself by the use, and ruined himself by 
the abuse, of superhuman faculties. He was 
wrecked by the extravagance of his own genius. 
No less powers than those which had effected his 
rise could havve achieved his fall.” 


OLIVER CROMWELL NOT A HYPOCRITE 


Was Oliver Cromwell a hypocrite? This is one 
of the questions on which students of English his¬ 
tory differ. Lord Rosebery answers with a strong 
negative. Cromwell had his faults, but he was a 
sincere man, a firm believer in prayer. Lord Rose¬ 
bery Introduces a story to prove his contention. 
“It was told me by a friend of mine.” he says, “a 
Bishop of the Established Church—by no means 
one of the oldest of the Bishops, because he Is of 
my own age—and he was told It by a gentleman 
who had It from a doctor—that makes three peo¬ 
ple—and the doctor heard It from Sir Charles 
SUnglsby. Sir Charles Sllnglsby heard It from the 
nurse, who as a girl was the heroine of the story. 
The day before Marston Moor. Cromwell arrived lit 
Knaresborough. and while there he disappeared 
from among his troops. Search was made for him 
for two hours, but*he could not be found; but this 
girl, who afterwards became a nurse, remembered 
an old disused room at the top of the tower; It 
was the only possible place where Cromwell could 
be, and the girl, peeping through the keyhole of 
the locked door, saw the Protector on his knees 
with his Bible before him, wrestling, as he would 
have said, in prayer, as he had been wrestling for 
the two hours he had been missing. Was there any¬ 
thing to be gained by this? Was there any effect 
to be made by his locking himself In the neg¬ 
lected. ruined chamber, and Imploring the blessing 
of God of battles on the contest of the following 
dday? I. at any rate, see nothing to be gained, 
and If those who read the story still think him a 
hypocrite, why he must have become a hypocrite 
so consummate that hypocrisy became as much a 
part of hla being as the air he breathed." 


THE FUNERAL OF ROBERT BURNS 


One of the best addresses that Lord Rosebery 


ever delivered was an appreciation of Robert 
Burns on the centenary of the poet’s death, July 
21. 1896. Speaking as a loyal burgess of Dumfries 
to the citizehs of that town, pe reviewed the life 
and work of Scotland's favorite son. In few of 
his speeches, and they were many, did Rosebery 
reach the height of eloquence that we find In this 
passage. In which he Imagines that 100 years have 
rolled back and that he and his ahdlence are 
watching the funeral procession of the poet. “In 
this place and on this day.” he says, “it all seems 
present to us—the house of anguish, the thronged 
churchyard, the weeping neighbors. We feel our¬ 
selves part of the mourning crowd. We hear those 
dropping volleys and that muffled drum; we bow 
our heads as the coffin passes, and acknowledge 
with tears the inevitable doom. Pass, heavy 
hearse, with thy weary freight of shattered hopes 
and exhausted frame; pass, witty thy simple pomp 
of fatherless bairns and sad moralizing friends; 
pass, with the sting of death to the victory of the 
grave; pass, with the perishable and leave us the 
eternal." 


NEWSPAPER EDITORS IN CAVE OP 
THE WINDS 


In much of his writing, and this Is particu¬ 
larly true of his addresses, Lord Rosebery reveals 
a keen sense of humor. One of his happiest fancies 
is to be found in his “Miscellanies, Literary and 
Historical,” edited by John Buchan (Hodder and 
Stoughton. London). This occurs In the early part 
of an address that he delivered at a banquet to 
the delegates of the Imperial Press Cohference, 
In the White,City, London, on June 5, 1909. The 
gathering of Journalists from all parts of the Em¬ 
pire reminded him of the cave of Aeolus, god of 
the winds. "At a touch or a sign from him,” said 
Lord Rosebery, "these gales swept out of the cav¬ 
ern-ready either as hurricanes to spread wreck 
and devastation all over the world, or else, in the 
form of balmy breezes, to bring blessing and 
health wherever they might attain. To-night I 
am in the cavern of the winds of the Empire. I 
do not pretend—God forbid that I should pretend 
—to be the King Aeolus who controls these pow¬ 
ers. That would rather belong to my noble friend 
on my right In the chair.” (Lord Burnham, pro¬ 
prietor of Tha London Daily Telegraph). 


ROSEBERY’S PROPHECY OF THE WAR 


It was In this same speech that he confessed to 
a feeling of great uneasiness because of the race 
of European powers to pile up armaments. 
“When I see this bursting out of navies every¬ 
where. when I see one country alone asking for 
£25,000,000 of extra taxation for warlike prepara¬ 
tion, when I see the absolutely unprecedented sac¬ 
rifices which are asked from us on the same 
ground. I do begin to feel uneasy at the outcome 
of it all. and wonder where it will stop, or If It Is 
nearly going to bring back Europe Into a state of 
barbarism, or whether It will cause a catastrophe 
In which the working men of the world will say, 
’We will have no more of this madness, this foolery 
which is grinding us to powder.' ” 


MR. GARDINER'S FOOLISH SARCASM 


This was a prophetic strain, words of truth 
and soberness, but they were crtlcized as utter 
nonsense by Mr. A. O. Gardiner, at the time edi¬ 
tor of The London Dally News. In a vitriolic 
character sketch of Lord Rosebery in his "Pro¬ 
phets, Priests and Kings,” published a few months 
before the Great War broke out. Mr. Gardiner 
referred to this speech to the Press Conference as 
a melodramatic hair-raiser. "Hla speech." says Mr. 
Gardiner, "was couched in the most foreboding 
vein. Deeper and deeper grew the silence and 
gloom as he pictured the menace that encom¬ 
passed us. And when in a thrilling whisper he 
spoke of the peace that overhung Europe being 
charged with such a significant silence ‘that we 
might almost hear a leaf fall’ we felt as though 
the German Navy were already off Tilbury docks. 
And at that moment there was a roar like the 
roar of 100 guns outside. For an Instant we 
thought that Lord Rosfbery had uttered his warn¬ 
ing too late and that our doom was sealed. But 
then the truth flashed on us. It was 10 o’clock 
—the hour at which the fireworks display began 
in the exhibition grounds outside." No doubt 
Mr. Gardiner thought he was very clever when he 
penned that criticism, but as we read it to-day 
we realize that he was unable, like Lord Rose¬ 
bery, to discern the Bigns of the times. 


“This Thing Called Love” 
Seems to Be Going Over 


A SIDE from the voluminous advance orders, 
the outcome of the circular on Louis Arthur 
Cunningham’s “This Thing Called Love” 
has been the appearance of an editorial In the 
St. John Tlmes-Globe under date of May 10. 

The article, entitled “Two Coming Books,” has 
to do with the overtures used In the presentation 
to the public of the novels of Mr. Cunningham 
and Theodore Goodrldge Roberts, both New 
Brunswlckers. 


Speaking of Mr. Roberts's opus, the editorial 
says: "... its advance notice opens with the 
trenchant query: ’Have you any Scotch In you?’” 
This Is quite understandable, seeing that the name 
of the book is "The Golden Highlander." The 
paper adds: “Now, If that does not bring a nice 
taste to the mouth, the liquor stores exist in vain.” 


Continuing, the article says: “Somehow It 
seems much more attractive than ’Poverty, Pre¬ 
judice, Prudery,’ with % which the publishers of a 
much-heralded book by St. John’s own young 
novelist, Louis Arthur Cunningham, adorn their 
advance notice . . . Mr. Cunningham's coming 
book, in case anybody has overlooked the fact. Is 
‘This Thing Called Love,' and according to Carrier 
It must deal with the 3lns of St. John. 


“Well,” It says in conclusion, "any light thrown 
on the Province and City, provided It be true light 
and not mere lurid reflection, is td be welcomed. 
And equally to be welcomed Is the fact that New 
Brunswick novelists are giving birth to new books. 
So, whether It Is Scotch or Agnostura bitters: 
here's to New Brunswick literature 1 Let New 
Brunswick therefore read these books and Judge 
them without prejudice or ptudery. Poverty does 
not seem to enter into the question.” 


Now don’t you think that's good? We most 
assuredly do—such sound advice, especially In the 
last paragraph.

Isadora Duncan’s Biographies 
Still Fall Short of Her Own 
Amazing and Revealing Story 


O NE of the minor "Inside” literary debates of 
the moment happens to concern the person 
most eminently fitted to finish the story of 
Isadora Duncan. 


This was begun by the Inspired Isadora her¬ 
self In that amazing autobiography, “My Life,” as 
frank and appealing a human document as this 
survey has encountered. Her strange death inter¬ 
rupted the possibility of anything further from 
her own pen. 

Now, within a few days of each other, have 
appeared two books relating the last chapters of 
her life. Naturally the authors would like the 
public to believe that each is best qualified to 
carry on the tale to Its finish—or at least the 
publishers would. 

On one hand there Is Mary Destl, who au¬ 
thored the volume, “The Untold fjtory.” Mary 
Destl was Isadora's closest friend for twenty years 
or more; a companion and confidante as well' as 
friend. It Is told that Mary Destl once discussed 
the possibility of memoirs and suggested doing 
them, whereupon Isadora replied: “Mary. I believe 
you will write them. Well, you have my permis¬ 
sion.” And that is that. 

Then there is Irma Duncan, one of her adopted 
daughters and favorite pupil, who collaborated 
with Allan Ross MacDougall on “Isadora Duncan's 
Russian Days." 

Without seeking to play the role of referee. It 
seems to us a toss-up. The books do not conflict, 
though sometimes they touch upon similar

ground. On such occasions as they do. there 
seems to be a difference of opinion. Anecdotes con¬ 
trast. but persons involved often differ. Both are 
Interesting, for they deal with an incredibly fas¬ 
cinating personality. 

Yet. somehow, they are estranged from the 
Isadora Duncan of her own autobiography. Isadora 
was, as the world knows, a delightful and colorful 
rebel who has become an almost legendary figure 
—almost a goddess. But one felt the goddess 
more In her own book than In that of her friends 
and admirers. 

Mary Destl approaches her almost In a hushed 
voice and while there are perfectly frank tales of 
her belated marriage to the tippling young Rus¬ 
sian poet, Essenln; and while the disappointments 
met by Isadora when she opened her temple of 
terpslchore In Soviet Russia are well related; while 
her shattered dreams of release from commercial¬ 
ism are all here, still and all, we feel that even a 
biography can go to the Boswell once too often. 
There seemed quite a dull crash when one recall* 
the candor and abandon of her own confessions. 


/YNE feature concerning the Duncan personal 
story has been commented upon more than 
once—that for the story of one known best as a 
dancer, she had so little to say about dancing. 
Did she, then, look upon the dance as such, or 
did she seek the spirit behind it? Was dancing 
Itself, as Ruth Pickering has asked, unimportant 
and accidental? Wasn't she to herself, "the In¬ 
spired apostle of freedom"? 

The fact remains that those who have come 
from her school have sentimentalized and theat¬ 
ricalized her teachings. There are few Isadoras 
pmong her hundreds of converts. And It Is ques¬ 
tionable whether she Intends them to be. For 
she did not like theatricallsm herself and never 
pretended t,o. 

We are of the opinion that Isadora was the 
one person In the world to tell about Isadora 
For she was a supreme Individualist, who never 
could understand why there should be anything 
to Inhibit her from doing whatever she might 
wish. 

However, there Is no reason why her whole 
story should not have been told by her intimates. 
She accepted a commissar's bid to go to Soviet 
Russia. She went at a time when famine was 
more Important than esthetlclsm. 8he was given 
a palace and some money. She was later denied 
both and was asked to make her own way. This 
was a terrible blow, considering that she had ex¬ 
pected this newly organized land to offer her the 
haven she sought. You see. she seldom took her 
head out of the clouds—which Is why she was 
such an extraordinary person. 

Her last romance Is not exactly a lovely tale— 
but It's a fascinating psychological study, consid¬ 
ering the disparity of age. Neither biographer 
takes the trouble of seeing this ... in fact, there 
Is a slight tendency to alibi for her. One can 
have only pity for the plight In which she 
found herself—struggling for food and Ideals. 

We shall still await books more deeply thought 
out and revealing better Insight. For there are 
few Isadoras in the history of the world.

F ANCI8 HACKETT’8 "Henry the Eighth” 
and Sinclair Lewis's “Dodsworth" are the 
best selling books of the day, according 
to the latest reports submitted from no fewer 
than eleven sources across the country, mest 
of them chain book stores and department 
stores. 

In a number of reports the effect of the 
Pulitzer Prize award for fiction Is sharply 
reflected, for Julia Peterkln's “Scarlet Sister 
Mary" appears as first In fiction, and In other' 
instances second. “Dark Hester,” by Anne 
Douglas Sedgwick, is more than keeping its 
hpsd above water, and in non-fiction Walter 
Llppmann's "Preface to Morals,” Ernest Dim- 
net's "The Art of Thinking” and Commander 
Ellsberg's “On the Bottom” are doing nicely. 

Ampng the variation* from this trend may 
be noted Vina Delmar's “Loose Ladles,” first 
in the Baker and Taylor report; John Cowper 
Powys's “Wolf Solent.” first In the Dauber 
and Pine book shop list and the Macy book 
store. In which ’The Well of Loneliness” is 
the best selling non-flctlon work. 

.The variations occur only In the fiction 
division of the best seller lists; in no one of 
the eleven sources reporting Is “Henry tha 
Eighth” anywhere but In first place. 



S EVENTEEN years ago I reviewed “The West¬ 
ern Dictionary and Phrase-book.” This 
Informing and entertaining lexicon was 
the work of John Sandilands, a Briton 
then resident in Winnipeg. The other 
day I was surprised to learn that Mr. Sandilands 
has become a bookseller In Brighton, England. Re¬ 
cently he posted a copy of his magnum opus to 
Lord Byng. now Chief Commissioner of the Metro¬ 
politan Pollcp at New Scotland Yard, .and was 
surprised, but not displeased, to have It returned 
with the assurance that Lord Byng already had a 
copy. Lord Byng advised Mr. Sandilands to send 
on the copy to the Prince of Wales at St- James's 
Palace. Once more the western dictionary re¬ 
turned to Brighton, with Ich Dlen on the flap of 
the envelope and a message to say that H RH. 
had long had a copy of this precious work. There 
are few authors that enjoy such an exalted circu¬ 
lation as our ex-Wlnnlpegger lexicographer. I 
think he ought to be encouraged to bring out a 
new edition of what was a most amusing book, 
only It would be necessary for him to come back 
to Winnipeg to pick up the latest peppy phrases 
struck off by the unconventional, free-speaking, 
spsrkllng-bralned natives of the prairie country. 
Mr. Dictionary Man, will ye no come back again? 


A group of literary and artistic people formed 
an organization In Brussels In 1921 which they 
named La Lanterne 8ourde—the Dark Lantern. It 
seems that there is an Egyptian branch of this 
society, and some of its members In that country 
have a great admiration for the poetry of Rupert 
Brooke, the young English soldier who died of 
blood poisoning on a French transport ship on his 
way to Gallipoli. He was buried by Qlght In a 
valley on the Island of 8cyros. one of the isles of 
Oreece of which Byron sang. La Lanterne 8ourdo 
means to erect a fitting monument over his grave, 
and an order has been given for Its execution by 
a Greek sculptor. This society Is also arranging 
another sort of memorial, a volume to be called 
"International Homage to Rupert Brooke." It will 
also superintend the translation of Brooke’s 
poems into French and Arabic. The death of Ru¬ 
pert Brooke was one of the most serious losses 
which English poetry sustained In the Great War. 


An organization In India which calls Itself 
"The Depressed Classes" has Issued an appeal to 
the India Congress to lift Its ban on Miss Mayo's 
now famous book, “Mother India.” This docu¬ 
ment declares that Miss Mayo has proved herself 
to be a greater friend of depressed humanity in 
India than all her saints and sages put together. 
“If the Congress leaders," says this appeal, "who 
are In positions of Influence and power and so 
could do much to help us. have spurned their 
duty; If they have not availed themselves of the 
opportunities to uplift our status; If they have 
been refusing even to give publicity to the prob¬ 
lems of our dally life from our own viewpoints; 
and If they have been Ignoring the position of 
women and depressed classes here. In favor of a 
lot of sentimentalizing that had little relation to 
real facts; what right have they now to gag the 
voice of truth raised by a sympathetic friend of 
ours? Think of the Irony of our fate. Neither 
will the hlgh-caste Hindus themselves help us out 
of our distress, nor will they suffer others to do so. 
But we want to say that we look upon the great 
book ’Mother India' as a great help to the de¬ 
pressed classes.” 


The London Mercury wishes the Anglo-8wedish 
Foundation might be made a model for similar 
schemes relating England with other countries 
than 8weden. .“Our import of foreign literature.” 
It says, "Is at present entirely haphazard: many 
good foreign books take generations to reach us, 
many great foreign classics have never yet been 
put Into English, many that have been translated 
are now inaccessible, and we often get from a par¬ 
ticular country mainly literature which gives us a 
ons-sided view of that country.” 


Writing a novel Is not so simple a matter as 
It appears to a layman. Louise Gerard, according 
to the publishers of her novel. "Winds of Desire.” 
made a Journey of nearly 13,000 miles from Lon¬ 
don to 8outh America, then up the River Amazon 
through the unexplored forest to the strange 
Jungle of Manaos, in order that her novel should 
be correct in every detail. Explorers hfiYe^een so 
busy In recent years that the Imagination Is no 
longer a safe guide in writing about the remote 
corners of the world.

Thus, It Is argued, charity Is looked upon as 
something good. Yet If one gives to charity for 
the praise Involved, the motive becomes selfish 
and not benevolent—hence it Is bad. And If the 
charity results In encouraging idleness and pau¬ 
perism. again It Is bad. So good deeds can plant 
bad seeds and bad deeds can bring good. 

MORE WAYS TO BE BAD 



Man's efforts throughout the ages have been to 
standardize conduct—yet ten* of thousands of 
years of effort have failed to remove the tendency 
toward wrongdoing. Instead, the professor hurries 
to inform us. “the efforts have multiplied the 
forms of human misconduct.” 

For morals cannot be made uniform. Free will 
is an eminently important factor in the life of 
man and cannot be lightly weighed. What's 
worse, such a simple matter as bad health can 
make all the difference In the world In behavior. 
A rebellious stomach, for instance, has been 
known to send many a man’s moral behavior Into 
a slump. The noises of a great city such as Man¬ 
hattan can produce a nervous overstimulation 
which leads to bad results and fatigue leads to Ir¬ 
ritability and restlessness. Too much quiet, on 
the other hand, can produce another form of 
restlessness. 

There seems no way out—we Just can’t be 
good. But we can recall the golden rule and be 
tolerant to our fellows and give them a "Cheerio,” 
with some reason for believing that they’re not 
much worse than we are. 

I advise a reading of this work by a great 
many people. 

CINCE sex questions have played a major part 
In the consideration of right and wrong, a 
very good companion volume—or one to be taken 
by itself, for that matter—is “Sex In Civilization.” 

This is a collection of some twenty-five papers, 
written by leading authorities and science on 
every conceivable angle of the sex question, from 
sex in religion to sex In fiction. And yet. In spite 
of all the chatter that has been going on of late 
about sex, there Is not really a great deal In this 
book which Is new. For whether or not our 
younger generation believes that It discovered sex, 
sex has been going on for a long, long time. 

The presentations In this book are absolutely 
frank and undiluted. And those who make any 
pretence of discussing the most discussed of sub¬ 
jects might take a day off and learn a bit more 
concerning what It’s all about . . . also how really 
simple and old-fashioned some of our modern sex 
attitudes are when contrasted with the attitudes 
of other times. 

To be sure, the release of the modem woman 
Into fields of business and economic independence 
have created a new problem in human relation¬ 
ship and the articles concerning this phase are 
particularly interesting.

Turning to the bedbug situation, as It relates 
to the well-coached cockroach, Dr. Kegel admits 
It Is uncertain how far bedbugs have invaded 
the Chicago area.. But he does say that If only 
the New York subway officials had known more 
about the life of a cockroach a few years back 
when people saw bedbugs In subway coaches— 
bugs doubtlessly imported on the lowest class 
of European steamers—then there would have 
been little hope for the Immigrant bedbugs. 

"The really splendid thing about cockroaches 
Is that they eat bedbugs, that Is If they ore 
properly starved and then put In the same 
room with the bugs.” Dr, Kegel said. “Bed¬ 
bugs are dangerous, tricky animals that Infect 
people with all kinds of diseases. On the other 
hand, the cockroach is not dangerous. It Is Just 
mischievous with its big Jaws, eating bookbind¬ 
ings and everything in sight.” 

If you finally get the cockroaches to eat up 
your bedbugs, then you can slay the roaches by 
feeding them a mixture of sodium fluoride and 
flour. And if you can’t find cockroaches, then 
kill the bugs with sulphur smoke, though an 
expert should be called in for this, Dr, Kegel 
advises.

I HAVE had a party of quite unexpected 
visitors. They came the other afternoon 
while I was seated in my room. Outside 
the window is a plum tree, the same one 
the yellow warbler much affects, and look¬ 
ing up for a moment from my work I was sud¬ 
denly aware of a bright and unusual shade of 
red among the branches. Coming close to the 
■window I was able to make out the proprietor 
of the showy coat, a bird with all the body except 
the wings and tall of a bricky red. Then I caught 
bight of another similar one and then of one 
with dark plumage with a speckling of dark 
lustrous green on the buck. Wishing to make 
a closer acquaintance than the peculiarities of 


ordinary window^ glass and unaided sight afford 
I decided to take the risk of their departure 
and move to the garden with the field-glasses. 
By the time I had got out the little flock had 
migrated to an apple-tree and after a little 
manoeuvring I was able to get a good view of 
the birds They were In constant motion in 
and out among the leafy branches, feeding o»« 
aphis clusters. Their movements were singularly 
parrot-like for they used their heavy bills as well 
as their feet. It waa only after a llttla watching 
that I got a good view of the bill of one of 
them and my suspicion was confirmed that they 
were crossbills. It was the first time I had ever 
seen one and I was naturally quite excited at 
such a visit. Altogether there were five birds, 
two with red plumage and three with dark. 
Ordinarily one would say at once that the reds 
were males and the darks females, but although 
this was my own Judgment I found on looking 
up their natural history that they have long 
been .notorious for the eccentricities of their 
plumage changes to the no small trouble of bird 


lovers. One of the great European bird authorities 
gives the following scheme of colors and ages: 
Young birds, gray or speckled; one year old and 
Just moulted, carmine; two years old and In full 
feather, spotted with red and yellow. Our cross¬ 
bills are practically Identical with the European 
ones seen at times in Great Britain. The name 
describes the peculiar shape of the beak, the 
tips of which are extended beyond the usual 
point of meeting and thus are curved across each 
other. Otherwise It is the thick bill of the 
finches and sparrows. Its use Is seen not only 
lp the readiness with which they cling to the 
small branches and twigs of trees but in the 
celerity shown In opening up the clusters of 
aphids on which they were feeding, and still more 
doubtless In breaking open their common food, 
the cones of pine and fir. An old legend asso-i 
elates the crossbill with the nails of the Cross, 
and one of LongelloWs happy translations from 
the old German poets tells us that at the Cruci¬ 


fixion Christ looks at his “pierced and bleeding 
palm,” and sees 

“how with zealous care 
At the ruthless nail of iron 
A little bird is striving there. 

“Stained with blood and never tiring. 

With Its beak It doth not cease 

And the Saviour speaks In mildness: 

Blest be thou of all the good! * 

Bear as token of this moment 
Marks of blood and holy rood! 

“And that bird Is called the crossbill; 
Covered all witti blood so cloar, 

■ In the groves of pine It slngeth 

Songs Mke legends strange to hear." 

A DOWNY WOODPECKER 

Another visitor, but this time a by no means 
unfamiliar one. I found on my plum tree late 
yesterday afternoon. Indeed the downy (or 
Gardner's) woodpecker Is one of the least shy 


of birds, a familiar figure along our boulevards, 
where he la constantly Investigating the crevices 
In the bark of the shade trees. His black and 
white plumage, the red behind the head, in the 
male, and his small size make hlfri easily recog¬ 
nizable. Unfortunately his white Is not as clean 
and pure as It might. It has a dirty appearance, 
but this Is due to the coloration' of the feathers 
and not to anything In the bird’s habits. Like 
the crossbills our woodpecker was engaged with 
the aphids and I only wished that the tent- 
caterpillars were being sought with equal assidu¬ 
ity. Burroughs gives a description of a downy’s 
nest In the "decayed top of a sugar-maple,” In 
which he tells us that “for better protection 
against driving rains the hole which was rather 
more than an Inch In diameter was made Imme¬ 
diately beneath a branch which stretched out 
almost horizontally from the main stem. It 
appeared merely a deeper shadow on the dark 
and mottled surface of the bark .... and could 
not be detected by the eye until one was within 
a few feet of it ... . The cavity, about fifteen 


Inches deep, was gourd-shaped and wrought out 
with great skill and regularity. The walls were 
quite smooth and clean and new.'* In fact In 
Its choice of a homo and of a tree ©f Just the 
right degree of deca^ for easy yet definite work¬ 
ing, in Its engineering of entrance-way and 
vertical nest-chamber, and In their division of 
labor in construction the woodpeckers show a 
high degree of that-habitual, transmitted and 
accumulated Intelligence we call Instinct. 

Other birds that are constantly flitting to 
and fro across my window are the sparrows, 
chiefly those belligerent and cheerfully noisy 
fellows, the English ones, who have a nest above 
the verandah and are as untidy in their domestic 
habits as they are vociferous. Little chlpplng- 
sparrows with their chestnut heads, white-crowned 
sparrows, and song-sparrows all come and go 
and the latter especially delighting one by their 
song. And every now and then a robin, head 
and tall up and &lngs dropped, comes along the 
fence caterpillar in bill, looking as proud as 
Punch.

Even so, Carney’s courage was 
genuine. At one time he wa3 on 
friendly terms with many underworld 
characters he encountered In the night 
clubs he frequented here for years, but 
his feeling for this class died with a 
friend, Hughle McLoon. McLoon was a 
hunchback and a former mascot for 
the Philadelphia Athletics, who was 
killed by gunmen early in August of 
1928 and this precipitated the sensa¬ 
tional grand Jury probe under the di¬ 
rection of District Attorney John 
Monaghan. 

When Carney heard that Hughle had 
been “bumped off," he swung into 
action and spurred on the cearch of 
the authorities for the slayers, a search 
that proved vain, but opened the way 
for the record-breaking grand jury in¬ 
quest that lasted for seven months. 
In spite of threats. Carney refused to 
be cowed and challenged the under¬ 
world to carry out its threat to "taks 
him for a ride." 


Thus did magistrate Edward Patrick 
Carney speak right up to Scarf ace A1 
Capone in Philadelphia when the na¬ 
tionally notorious gang leader and a 
bodyguard were brought before him 
on a charge, of carrying concealed 
weapons. 

' No other Jurist ever had the courage 
to do that. In a dozen years of Chi¬ 
cago gangland activities, Capone often 
has been arrested—and a few times ln« 
other cities. But always before he has 
gone free, on thin, obviously artificial 
technicalities. 


HE'S A FIGHTING Jl'DGE 


A mere Chicago racket king means 
little In the life of Carney. He speaks 
right up to everybody. He has battled 
with police, denounced a mayor out¬ 
side hia office, raided the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel, and defied no less distinguished 
an officer than Brig. Gen. 8medley 
Butler, of the UB. Marine Corps. 


For a dozen year#, “Scarfaee" Al Capone seemed to be beyond the reach of 
the law. He went where he plcaNed, did lat lie pleased and was known 
to be a walking arsenal. In fact, nn arrest of Capone with any serious 
Intention of convicting him was an occasion for great hilarity, as the 
cartoon below, reproduced from an old number of Judge, shows. But 
the gang leader, upper left, couldn’t bluff Magistrate Edward Patrick 


BENCH .SHORN pF DIGNITY 

Beginning his career as an offlca 
boy in the city solicitor’s office, Car¬ 
ney held numerous cjty hall Jobs until 
elected magistrate with organization 
and endorsement In 1920. Politically 
and personally, his tendencies were In¬ 
dependent, and what little dlghlty 
clothes the minor Judiciary bench waj 
cast to the winds by Carney on his 
nightly expeditions into dance halls. 

He wouldn’t be laughed or taunted 
out of that practice. He liked to 
dance, and dance he did. Minor 
squabbles and unique lectures to 
prisoners brought him frequently. Into 
print. One of his earliest campaigns 
was against motorists who unneces¬ 
sarily honked their horn3 In passing 
hls south Philadelphia residence. He 
stayed up all hours arresting these of¬ 
fenders. 


Besides these things, Carney has run 
for office without the support of the 
domlnent Vare machine usually re¬ 
garded as an act of political suicide— 
and come out victorious.

That is all to the good; but mean¬ 
while the thought that Is uppermost 
in the minds of all Is an intense 
feeling of satisfaction and relief that 
the King Is apparently himself again. 
He will require In future to take a 
lesser part In ceremonial functions 
than formerly, but in the great essen¬ 
tial affairs of state he will find quite 
enough to exercise all his restored 
strength and energies. 

POSTAGE STAMPS AN INSULT 

The King is a keen philatelist, and 
jit is certain that neither he nor any 
of his subjects will raise any objec¬ 
tions to the new set of postage 
stamps to mark the meeting in Lon¬ 
don of the International Postal Con¬ 
gress on the score of disloyalty. Yet 
that was one of the chief criticisms 
levelled at the first of all postage 
stamps—the much - prized English 
penny black—when it was first Issued 
eighty-eight years ago this month. 

The Royal Image, It was argued, 
might rightly appear on coins, which 
are treated with respect, but not on 
stamps which have to be defaced to 
serve their purpose. Perfervld loyalists 
saw in the postage stamp a deeply- 
laid plot to bring tha monarchy Into 
discredit and denounced it as "the 
greatest Insult the present Ministry 
could possibly offer to the Queen."

Mr. Ford’s commission was to pro¬ 
duce a replica of the "Rocket." the 
locomotive that won the memorable 
trial organized by the directors of the 
original Liverpool and Manchester 
Railway Company at RamhilL In 1829 
This engine was built by Stephenson

years later, complete a contract for s 
reproduction of the famous engine

By 
the time we actually start shooting 
on the sound stages, which are op¬ 
erated at a tremendous cost, we can 
work rapidly."

You Sel ect Your | 
Uncanned Foods

Buying fruit and vegetables calls for 
a combination of accurate knowledge 
nnd good luck. Every huckster and 
grocer arranged his wares to look their 
best and It’s only the canny shopper 
who discovers the blemish If there Is 
one.' 

There aro certain conditions and 
qualities pertaining to some season¬ 
able fruits and vegetables which the 
inexperience^ housewife should know. 

Strawberries at their best should be 
of medium size and of a bright red 
color. The color should be uniform- 
fading slightly toward the tip. perhaps, 
but not showing green. The fruit 
should be free from exoesslve dirt. 
Bruises are bad since they Invite decay. 
Immature or one-sided berries are apt 
to be seedy and poorly flavored and are 
not desirable. The boxes, whether they 
be quart or pint size, should be well 
filled, nnd a quart weighs twenty 
ounces, Including the box. If It weighs 


less than seventeen ounces It Is short 
weight- 

PINEAPPLES EASY CHOICE 
Pineapples are another fruit most 
plentiful during May and June. They 
are easy to choose for they have few 
Imperfections. The size, of this fruit 
usually has little to do with its qual¬ 
ity, tynd pound for pound one pine¬ 
apple yellds about the same percentage 
of edible material as another. Fruit 
wanted for Immediate use should be of 
an ever) golden yellow color. This de¬ 
notes full ripening. Pulling leaves from 
the “crown*’ is another test of ma¬ 
turity. Thqi leaves should pull easily 
! and be white for some distance .up 
from the base. The fruit should not be 
hard and green looking unless it la to 
be kept for some time before using. 
Over-rl^e pines are soft and frequently 
have black spots. The black spots In¬ 
dicate “black rot." which becomes i 
troublesome with warm weather. This 
usually starts at the base of the fruit 
end 1 b plain to be seen. 

The seasonable vegetable* arc string 
beans and peas. While these are ob¬ 
tained throughout the year they are 
most plentiful and cheapest during 
May and June 
“STRING BEANS" VARY 
What are “string,beans" to us mean 
several varieties to the marketman. but 


no matter whether they are green or ] 
yellow they should be clean, vivid and < 
smooth. Crispness is desirable, but a 1 
slightly wilted bean can be freshened 
in cold water if the other qualities a*e 
good. The beans should be unnotlce- 
able in the pods. Even a slight bulge 
indicates pods that will be tough and 
stringy. 

Peas should be a clear green color 
with well filled, firm pods. When the 
pods are light colored anc} tough it e a 
sure sign the peas are too old and will 
be tough too. Wilted peas are tasteless 
an ' cannot be restored to their original 
f^hness and delicacy.
